PREFACE 


Ix this volume appear the first instances of letters printed 
only from rough drafts. A considerable number of these are 
extant; having been preserved by their writers not merely 
through vanity or antiquarian instinct, but from the desire to be 
able to revive recollection of their letters, if answers should be 
slow in coming. The manuscripts vary from letters copied fair 
for despatch, but through some aecident of circumstance not 
sent, and therefore exposed to subsequent alteration, down to 
the hastiest seratehes dashed off on the spur of the moment and 
freely eorrected and revised. Sometimes groups of letters are 
found repeating much the same news and written continuously 
without regard to pages; the name of the person addressed 
being added in brief at the head of each, but often with no 
dates except those of place. Such letters were probably written 
more or less at a sitting; and then, when suitable messengers 
presented themselves, copied out and despatehed with the 
precise dates of sending filled in. In some cases, too, several 
drafts survive of the same letter, marking stages in its growth. 
But on the whole sueh evidence as is available goes to show 
that rough drafts give the substance of what the writer wished 
to say ; though there may be sometimes an interval between 
composition and despatch, and in the final text some variation of 
phrases. 

It is neither possible nor desirable to reproduee such manu- 
scripts as closely as if they were finished letters; to show the 
numerous corrections and insertions, or the misspellings and 
repetitions which arise in the haste of composition known not 
&e: be final In eonsequence I have treated them with some 
freedom ; and occasionally, when drafts were very rough, with 
sentences wandering up and down the page, it has been necessary 
to construet the letter as best one might.  Deletion, again, was 
so frequently preparatory to rewriting, that I have sometimes 
retained in the text passages of interest which the writer had 
struck out. In a few cases of alteration, where the words 
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written over the top have proved illegible, I have adopted the 
first version without recording the fact. But where a sentence 
after much cutting about has been left with an imperfect con- 
struction, I have noted any rectifications that I have made, 

As this edition advances, each volume contains more letters 
found and published by modern pioneers, Much of that work 
was done hurriedly and under pressure, for publication in 
fugitive periodicals; so that its accuracy is not always so great 
as eould be desired. It has therefore been necessary, before 
reprinting such letters, to collate them with the original 
manuscripts; and this has been done independently by my wife 
and myself. Manifest misreadings of our predecessors are not, 
however, included in the eritieal notes; and in cases of diver- 
gence between this text and theirs, I would invite the reader to 
give the preference here. For, besides the first collation of the 
manuscripts, the proofsheets have been carefully corrected by 
each of us,in many cases not with the *copy' but with the 
original manuscript; and they have also enjoyed the benefit of 
searching revision by Mr. Ingram Bywater. Thus I venture to 
hope that error in this text has been reduced to a narrow 
compass. 

Asin the preceding volume, I have abundant aid to acknow- 
ledge. Besides the helpers mentioned in that preface, to many 
of whom I am again no less indebted, my cordial thanks are 
due to Dr. Lange and the authorities of the Royal Library at 
Copenhagen for the loan of a rich codex of Erasmus' rough 
drafts; to Count Grégoire Stroganoff and the Earl of Radnor 
for permission to reproduce the two portions of Metsys' diptych; 
and to the late Major-General E. Renouard James for allowing 
me to publish Ep. 440—the existence of which was brought to 
my notice by Dr. Stein from Srinagar on his return from ilo 
Asia. Dr. Reieke, Custos of the Town Library at Nuremberg, 
has most generously placed at my disposal all the material he 
has gathered in preparation for an edition of Pirekheimer's 
letters. Dr. Brom, Director of the Duteh Historical Institute 
at Rome, has continually remembered me in his work, and has 
communieated to me with the utmost readiness everything that 
he has found in the Vatiean which seemed likely to be of use. 
Dr. Clauss, who has sueceeded Dr. Gény at Sehlettstadt, has 
given me every facility and assistance; Dr. Cowley has inter- 
preted for me the occasional Hebrew; and for many varied 
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eontributions I am obliged to Professor Woodward, whose 
Renaissance Studies are a lively encouragement to those who 
labour in putting together bones that sometimes appear dry. 

In conclusion I must add that most of the manuscripts 
enumerated on p. xi of vol. i still elude me. At this point 
it is of special importance to me to discover the present home 
of the Codex Horawitzianus, the volume of Martin Lipsius 
correspondence which belonged to Horawitz and which is said 
to have been sold, after his death in 1885, to Rotterdam.

NorE.—I have printed at the head of each letter a list of the editions in 
which it is found, with the necessary references. "The references to Lond. 
serve also for H and N. Sources, printed or MS., other than the editions above 
eatalogued, are indicated, when necessary, by Greek letters. 

In the critical notes any of these editions or sources which is not specified 
by the sigla must be understood to follow the reading of its immediate pre- 
decessor. Thus, in Ep. ro6. r, E stands for E, F, H, N!, N?, N35, Lond. and LB. 
Similarly, with the Greek alphabet this principle is generally followed ; but 
occasionally, when the sources are diverse or there is some special reason for it, 
e.g. in Ep. 296, all the authorities are specified by their sigla. 

The Corrigenda found in some of the volumes of letters have usually been 
treated as the true readings of those editions; but occasionally the uneorrected 
text and the correction have both been given ; the latter following immediately 
after the former. 

The small superior figures attached to letter-numbers refer to letters answered, 
the inferior to letters answering. 

Angular brackets ( ) denote additions by an editor, square brackets [ ] denote 
omissions.

[The preface to Opuscula aliquot Erasmo Roterodamo castigatore, Louvain, Th. Mar- 
tens, Sept. r514 (a); which include Catonis praecepta, Mimi Publiami, Septem 
Sapientum. celebria, dicla and Institutum Christiani Hominis carmine pro pueris ab 
Erasmo compositum. Van Iseghem (9o) mentions another edition by Martens 
in Sept. 1515; but the copy specified by him I have not been able to trace. 
In Oet. r5:5 Schürer published a new edition revised by Erasmus at his 
request, with considerable alterations in the preface (8'); and this is followed 
by his editions of Oct. rsr6 (8?, Nov. r5r7 and Aug. rsr9. The undated 
edition by Martens (y) may be placed in the latter part of 1517, after Erasmus' 
settlement at Louvain. 1t was reprinted by Martens in Nov. r518 and by 
Froben in Oct. 1520 and June 1526. Badius reprinted one of Martens' editions, 
probably the latest, r3 Aug. 1527 (5) and again in Nov. 1:533 ; and the last 
edition produced during Erasmus! lifetime by any of his authorized printers is 
that of Froben and Episcopius in 1534 (€). 

The date of the preface is unquestionable. Erasmus' statement that his work 
on Cato cost him only a day (Ep. 421) is perhaps to be understood of the work 
of final revision for the press; cf. Epp. 384 introd. and 428 introd. The book 
may have been brought with its dedication ready written (cf. Ep. 199 introd.); 
for Erasmus! stay in Louvain at this time was short, and the book was left 
behind with Dorp to be printed (Ep. 304. 156-9). ; 

The Royal Library at Munich has a copy of 8! (4? A. Lat. a. 24) with the 
following autograph inseription by Erasmus: 'Iohanni Oecolampadio Vini- 
montano amico évrigorárp munus haudquaquam fapórigov donauit Erasmus 
ó pobepóbapos." 

John de Neve of Hondschoote, S.E. of Dunkirk, was B.A. from the Collége 
du Lis at Louvain in i497, and M.A. in 1499. He subsequently became 
Bachelor of Theology, Regent of his College, and Feb.-Aug. 1515 Bector of the 
University. Erasmus knew him intimately during his residence in the College 
du Lis, from 1517 onwards. His name does not occur among the followers of 
the Muses at Louvain in the Epithalamiwm Petri Aegidii, composed in rsr4 but 
rewritten probably c. 1517-8 (Ep. 312. 86 n.) ; but after his death Erasmus wrote 
2 letter of regret (Lond. xxiii. 5, LB. 671) which was published with his 
Exomologesis, Basle, Froben, (c. Sept.) 1524. "The date of de Neve's death—which 
occurred suddenly of paralysis—has not been certainly established. On the 
ground of Erasmus' letter it has usually been placed in 1524 ; but John Heems 
of Armentier, who is there mentioned as de Neve's successor, is shown by the 
University records to have become Regent in 1522, and after holding office for 
more than thirty-seven years to have died on r July 1560. See E. Reusens in 
Analectes powr . . . l' hist. ecclés. de la. Belgique, vol. xx (iv in 2nd ser.), pp. 293-326 
and 361i; cited in EE. pp. 357,8.  Fórstemann and Günther place EE. 5, 
which answers a letter of Erasmus inquiring about some books which he seems 
to have left behind at Louvain with de Neve, in r522; but from a similarity 
in eontents with EE. r3. 24 and also in month-date I ineline to think that 
both letters belong to 1522 : in which case de Neve's death may be placed at the 
end of 1522. Dorp's Dialogue (p. 1r) is dedicated to him.]

[Ulrieh Zàsi or, as he styles himself in an early poem on the Nativity 
(Stuttgart MS. Poet. 4?. 47, f. 183 v?), * Udalrieus Siguardus cognomento Züsi" 
(1461—24 Nov. 1535), was born at Constance of a good burgher family. He 
matrieulated at Tübingen 27 Apr. r48r, and after some years there returned 
to Constance to work as a notary in the Bishop's court. In I49r he went to 
Freiburg with the appointment of town-clerk, and used his leisure to study 
law. In r496 he resigned his post to become head of the town-school and 
taught Latin for three years; but his interest was for law, and on 11 Nov. 1499 
he matrieulated in the University, becoming Dr. of Civil Law in r5oo or r. 
For a time he had to be content with a Lectureship in Poetry, and it was not 
till r6 June 1506 that after much struggle he received the Lectura ordinaria 
legum, which he held for the rest of his life. His sturdy, if somewhat can- 
tankerous, character combined with great legal ability made him an attractive 
teacher, enthusiastieally admired by his pupils. In r508 he received an 
Imperial Couneillorship; and he was soon recognized as a lawyer of great 
spe The friendship formed with Erasmus at this time lasted un- 

roken. 

His legal writings were numerous, but are not easily accessible; the editions 
printed during his lifetime being rare. After his death his works were collected 
by his son, and published in six volumes.

The date is given by the reference in ll. 156-9 to the Opuscula (Ep. 298). 

Martin Bartholomew van Dorp (1485—3: May 1525) of Naaldwyk in Holland, 
was a nephew of James Hoeck, Dean of Naaldwyk, the friend of Wessel of 
Groningen. After completing his eourse at the Collége du Lis in Louvain 
University, 1504, he became professor of philosophy in that College. He spent 
Some years in teaching, during which he superintended the performance of 
Plautus! Aulularia, 3 Sept. 1508, and subsequently of the Miles Gloriosus ; and 
€. 1509 he was appointed University Lecturer (BRE. 126). On receiving a benefice 
(cf. l. r6ór n.) he began the study of theology, and in this his later years were 
spent. He was elected member of the council of the University 28 Feb. r51o. 
In i515 on taking his Doctor's degree in theology he received a Professorship in 
that faculty and the aecompanying Canonry in St. Peter's church ; and in 
September of the same year he was elected President of the College du Saint- 
Esprit. He resigned this office on 14 Nov. 1519, but remained at the University ; 
of which he was Rector Feb.—Aug. 1525. He worked with Martens and wrote 
verses and prefaces for many of the books issued by him ; see van Iseghem. His 
own writings include a sermon on the Assumption, delivered 15 Aug. 1510; an 
Oratio im lamdem, Aristotelis, 3 Dec. r5ro; an Oratio de lawdibus sigillatim cuiusque 
disciplinarum, delivered ri Oct. 1513 at the opening of the autumn session; 
a Dialogue on the temptation of Hercules (c. 1514) ; and an Oratio in. praelectionem 
epistolarum diwi Pauli, delivered in 1516 (Ep. 438). On this and subsequent occa- 
sions he was instigated by the theologians of Louvain (for whose intentions, as 
reported by Reuchlin at this time, see RE. 198) to attack Erasmus ; but in spite 
of temporary disagreements (cf. Ep. 474) their relations remained cordial, and 
at Dorp's death Erasmus wrote an epitaph for him.

[In the Munich manuscript from which Ep. 313 is derived there is a copy of 
this letter (a) by the same hand. "The copy seems to have been made from 
4 manuscript, because there are gaps where the writer was evidently unable to 
ecipher his original. Of the several printed editions its text agrees most 
.elosely with E; but as it has a few substantial differences, it was probably 
€opied either mediately or immediately from the autograph. There are, how- 
.ever, so many palpable blunders that it cannot be given precedence; and 
therefore, whilst preferring some of its readings, I have adopted the text of E as 
a basis; though for convenience in the sigla I have placed a before E in the 
apparatus criticus. .A few specimens of the blunders are given below; but it 
"would serve no purpose to record them all.

[An original letter, in Erasmus' autograph throughout, except for the address, 
which he left to be added by another hand ; probably in these early days having 
heard of Reisch's attainments without gathering his name. But even so the 
address is not completed. From the fact that all the points on which Erasmus 
consults Reisch occur at the beginning of the first volume of Jerome in the 1516 
edition (Ep. 396), and that Erasmus was already at work on his scholia at this 
time (Epp. 307 and 313), it is clear that the date given by the Deventer MS. for 
Ep. 309 is correct. 

Gregory, sometimes wrongly George, Reisch (4 9 May 1525) of Balingen 
in the Wurtemberg Schwarzwald, matriculated at Freiburg 25 Oct. 1487 
and became B.A. 1488, M.A. 1489. Subsequently he seems to have studied at 
Heidelberg, where he composed his Margarita philosophica, a kind of encyclopaedia 
for the purposes of catechetieal instruction ; first printed by John Schott 
at Freiburg, c. r3 July 1503. Before that time he had entered the Carthusian 
house of the Mount of St. John Baptist, near Freiburg, where John Eck was one 
of his pupils (Eck, Epist. de rat. studiorum sworwm) ; and in rso2 had risen to be 
Prior. Later he became Visitor of the Carthusians in the province of the 
Rhine, a title which is given to him in his Priuilegia ordinis Cartusiensis, Basle, 
Io. Amorbach, 15 Jan. 1510. An edition of Geiler's Nawicula Penitentie, Augsburg, 
J. Otmar, c. 8 Sept. 1511, is dedicated to him by his pupil James Otther; who in 
his preface, r5 Nov. i510, speaks of the friendship subsisting between Reisch 
and Geiler. For his interest in Jerome at this time see p. 21r. He was 
.eonfessor to Maximilian, to whose deathbed he was summoned at Wels in 1519. 
He died at Freiburg during the Peasants' Revolt. The Hebrew dictionary and

his career he aimed at printing books 
which should promote the cause of 
good learning; and this enthusiasm he 
transmitted to his sons, and to his 
partner Froben, who joined him in 
1500 and carried on the high traditions 
(ef. CPR. p. 27) of his press. His 
ambition was to publish worthily the 
four Doctors of the Church (ef. 1v. 256 
seq.) Ambrose appeared in 1492, 
Augustine in 1506, and Jerome he 
lived to see well on the way to com- 
pletion. His will was signed on 
Tuesday, 13 Dec. 1513 (Basle MS. C. VI. 
3ofin.). The date of his death is given 
in a family inscription, in the hand of

434 and 472). Badius, who held strict views about copyright (cf. Ep. 263 and 
Lond. vi 24, LB. App. 242), was at first unwilling, but ultimately issued an 
abridgement of the work (e) with some explanatory notes by himself (cf. Luc.

29 Nov.1516). His text of Erasmus! preface was followed by Froben in editions 
of Feb. 1518, Feb. 1519, and July rs2r, his notes being added at the end of the 
Parabolae without his name ; but in a revised edition of Aug. 1522 (0), perhaps 
in consequence of representations from Erasmus, who had then returned to 
Basle, Badius' authorship of the notes was acknowledged and some slight 
changes made in this preface.

James Lefévre (c. 1455-1536) of Etaples in Pieardy, the forerunner of the 
Reformation in France, after taking his M.A. at Paris went to Italy and was 
a pupil of Hermolaus Barbarus, from whom he aequired a strong interest in 
Aristotle. On returning to Paris he brought out a Paraphrase of the Physics 
(Paris, J. Higman, 1492), and in the next fifteen years published a number of 
philosophieal and sceientifie writings drawn from Aristotle, Dionysius the 
Areopagite, and Boethius; his life being varied by journeys in search of MSS., 
notably to Rome in r5oo, to Mainz and Cologne in i509. By r50o4 he had 
become secretary to Wm. Brigonnet, Bp. of Lodéve, a former pupil (cf. a preface 
by Jo. Molinaris in C. Bovillus' Methaphisicum, Paris, G. Marchand, 3o Jan. 1503 ; 
also BRE. 430). In i507; he was established at St. Germain-des-Prés by 
Brigonnet, who had just received the Abbacy ; and from this time forward 
his studies were principally Biblical, though with little Greek and less Hebrew 
he was inadequately equipped. He published a Quincuplex Psalteriwm, 509, 
"Jommentaries on the Epistles of St. Paul 1512 (p. 14), and on the Gospels 1521 ; 
after which he began a translation of the Bible into French, which he published 
complete—the first entire in French—at Antwerp in r53o0. In r520 he was 
taken by Brigonnet to Meaux, his patron's new see; and whilst there was 
attacked by the Sorbonne in r521 and again in r523 for Lutheranism, but 
was protected by the King and the Bp. During Francis' captivity in 1525 he 
was again attacked, and fled for some months to Strasburg, where he dwelt in 
Capito's house; but on Franceis' release he returned to France and was protected 
by royal favour for the remainder of his life.

LB. 259, 262). There was perhaps an interval in his tenure of this office ; for in 
1526 he was at Tübingen (EE.

Willibald Pirckheimer (5 Dec. 1470—22 Dec. 1530) was born at Eichstadt; and 
after beginning his education there was in Italy, 1490-7, studying Greek at 
Padua and law at Pavia. On returning to Germany he settled with his father 
at Nuremberg, of which town he soon became councillor. In this capacity he 
attracted the notice of Maximilian, who made him an Imperial Councillor and 
consulted him about literary matters. He served Nuremberg till 1522, when he 
resigned his office in consequence of local jealousies, and gave himself up to 
learned leisure. He had been left a widower in 1504 with five young daughters, 
whom he educated carefully, and who afterwards became as famous for learning 
as the daughters of Sir Thomas More.' His writings include translations from 
Lucian and Plutarch, a description of Germany, and a history of the Swiss 
wars. His wealth and position enabled him to assist less fortunate men of 
learning, one of whom was Dürer, who illustrated some of Pirekheimer's works. 
Of these a colleeted edition (P) was printed in r6ro.

Henry Bebel (1472-1518) of Justingen, near Ulm, studied at Cracow and 
Basle (matrice. 1495), and in 1497 was appointed to a Lecturership in poetry and 
rhetorie at Tübingen, where he remained for the rest of his life. He was an 
enthusiastie patriot, and delivered before Maximilian an orationu in praise of 
Germany, which in r5so4 he expanded into a book. Ho was a considerable 
Latin scholar, and after receiving the poet/s laurel in rsor he wrote Com- 
mentaria epistolarum. conficiendarum, 1503, Ars Versificandi, 1506, Latimum idioma, 
1509, De institutione puerorum, 1513, and other works; he was popularly known 
through a volume of Facetiae, published in 1506 by Grüninger at Strasburg.

[The earliest source for this letter is a manuscript volume in the British 
Museum whieh contains some miscellaneous writings by Pirckheimer. Some 
of these are autographs, including the De Bello Eluetico and the autobiography 
edited by Rück (p. 40); others are written by a late sixteenth-century hand, 
including a copy of the De Bello Eluetico, four letters of Erasmus to Pirckheimer 
(this ; Ep. 362 ; Lond. xxx. 41, LB. 740 ; and oneunprinted) and two draft title- 
pages. From a comparison of these with the title-page of P it seems probable that 
their owner, John Imhof, a great-grandson of Pirckheimer, intended to include 
these papers in that edition of his ancestor's works, and that they were in fact 
prepared for that purpose. The manuscript has therefore good authority for 
these letters, which were perhaps eopied from the originals; and the text which 
it gives for the three published in P is certainly the better. 

The contents of the volume, which is described in detail by Rück, clearly 
formed at one time part of the Pirekheimer papers, most of which are now in 
the Town Library at Nuremberg. In 1:636 some of the papers were sold to 
Thomas, Earl of Arundel, from whom they passed, by channels described in the 
British Museum catalogue, into that institution, 

This letter, which is in effect an answer to Ep. 318, must be dated 1515, because 
the Adagia (Ep. 269) are still in progress. On 24 Jan. (1515) Lister, who was 
assisting at the printing, wrote to Boniface Amerbach expressing a hope that 
they would be finished by 2 Feb. (Basle MS. G. II. 2o. f. 220).]

" John Witz, or Sapidus (48 June 1561) , was educated under Hofman and 
Gebwiler at Schlettstadt, of which town he was probably a native, and then 
went to Paris where he became B.A. 1506-7, M.A. 1508. After his return to 
Sehlettstadt he worked for a time under Gebwiler as assistant in the Latin 
school ; cf. Basle MS. G. II. 30. 178. 9, which must be dated 1508-9. In Dec. 1509 
a successor was appointed to Gebwiler; but at the end of a year the appoint-

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ment lapsed and Sapidus was chosen to fill the vacancy (cf. MHE. i. 6), at first 
for a year, and then, 12 Feb. 1512, on a more permanent basis (cf. Ep. 364. 30 n.). 
His tenure was marked by great prosperity, the school numbers rising under 
him to goo. In August 1525, however, he resigned ratherthan take part in what 
he considered an obsolete church ceremony, his sympathies being with the 
Reformers. "The citizenship of Schlettstadt was conferred on him shortly after- 
wards, but in Oct. 1526 he abandoned it and withdrew to Strasburg; where he 
continued his scholastie and humanistic activities until his death. 

At Scehlettstadt he was a prominent member of the literary circle to which 
Beatus Rhenanus, Wimpfeling, Volz, and many others belonged. A volume of 
his Epigrammata was printed there by Laz. Schürer, March 1520 ; and the Epistolae 
eruditorum virorum (p. 126) contains a letter from him to Lee with some remark-

Specularis] James Spiegel of 
Sehlettstadt (c. 1483—p. 3o June 1547), 
a nephew of Wimpfeling. After his 
father's death in 1493 he was educated 
by his uncle at Spires. On 7 Oct. 1497 he 
matriculated at Heidelberg as *Iaeobus 
Wimpfling alias Spiegel', and he was 
B.A. 20 Jan. 1500. He then studied 
law, probably at Freiburg under 
Zasius, and in the autumn of r5o4 
entered the Imperial Chaneery. He 
accompanied the Archduke Philip on 
the campaign against Gueldres 1504-5, 
and in June 1505 attended the Diet 
at Cologne. In Feb. 1506 he was 
secretary to Peter Bonomo, Bp. of 
Trieste, AE. 58, from which it appears 
that some Russian letters received at 
the Imperial court were sent to Spiegel 
at Trieste for translation. An oration 
on the death of Philip in 1506 brought 
him an offering of books from Aldus, 
whom he afterwards visited at Venice, 
perhaps in r508. In r511-12 he 
studied at Tübingen, and in 1513 he 
was Professor of Law at Vienna; where 
he is said to have studied previously 


under Conrad Celtis, and where he 
published at this time a translation of 
Isoerates' Deregno gubernando (H. Vietor 
and J. Singren, r3 Feb. r514). He 
subsequently returned tothe Chancery, 
but on the death of Maximilian 
(12 Jan. 1519) his appointment lapsed ; 
whereupon he settled at Schlettstadt 
and interested himself in letters, 
publishing amongst other works I» 
hymnum awiae Christi .Ammae dictum ab 
Erasmo .Roterodamo Scholia, Augsburg, 
S. Grimm and M. Wyrsung, 4 March 
1519. He attempted without success 
to enter the service of the Abp. of 
Mainz, but in May 1520 obtained 
employment in the  Chaneery of 
Charles V, and attended the Diet of 
Worms as Imperial Secretary, where 
Aleander found him a useful source 
of information. At the end of r522, 
with Erasmus' recommendation, he 
entered the serviee of Ferdinand, from 
which he retired in 1526.

[The preface to the edition of Seneca's Lucubrationes, for which Erasmus had 
prepared in England and which he left to be printed by Froben after his 
departure from Basle. The book was begun in April (Ep. 328. 17 n.) and 
finished in August rsrs. Inr. p. r3. 14-24 Erasmus enlarged upon the careless- 
ness of the friends whom he had left in charge of the work and on the fraudu- 
lence of one in particular, who removed part of the manuscript. Beatus 
Rhenanus (Epp. 328 and 330) plainly was one of those censured by Erasmus, 
who does not mince his words even about his friends; and possibly the 
Amorbaehs also helped with the edition. But itis clear from a comparison of 
Erasmus' various ;utterances on the subject that the chief offender was 
William Nesen (cf. Epp. 328, 329, 330; and Lond. xxi. 4, xix. 3, xxi. 26; LB. 
689, 714 and 782). In an emended edition of Seneca published in March 1529, 
Basle, H. Froben and J. Herwagen, with a new preface, Lond. xxviii. 12, LB. 
roro, Erasmus speaks of him with more moderation. From the same preface it 
appears that the Lwucubrationes did not reach Ruthall until Erasmus' return to 
England in 1516 (cf. Ep. 437) ; and that Ruthall was in consequence annoyed. 

There is à copy of this letter in one of the Gouda manuseripts (App. 9) ; but 
as there are no variants except such as might be made by a clever but not over- 
eareful writer, copying from the printed book, I have not given it precedence.

The original manuscripts of the first and: third prefaees are in a packet of 
papers belonging to the Basle University Library, together with a great number 
of the scholia on Jerome in Erasmus' hand. Besides Erasmus' autograph for 
this preface (a) the packet contains also a manuscript copy by Conrad Fonteius 
(p. 67), which seems from notes and marks on it to have been made for use in 
the press (8D. In illustration of the critical standards of the age it may be 
remarked that even 8! does not reproduce a with minute fidelity, and that in 8? 
the printers followed the established orthography of their press rather than that 
of Erasmus as represented by Fonteius. "l'hese differences of orthography are, 
however, too numerous to be shown here in detail. The insignificant variants 
in the revised edition of 1524-6, vol. iv. pp. 407 and 412 (vy), are doubtless due 
to the printers. In Chevallon's edition, Paris, 1533-4 (see p. 211), the text of 
this preface, vol. iv. f. 138 v?, follows the variants of y. 

It is noticeable that the second extract, ll. 63-130, is not found in the first 
drafts of either a or 8!, but forms part of a passage inserted later; clearly after 
the receipt of Ep. 304, to which it is a reply resembling Ep. 337, and thus (of. 
Ep. 337. 1) after the visit to England on which Erasmus determined to dedicate 
the New Testament to Leo x instead of to Warham.

ro4. Middelburgus] Paul of Middel- 
burg (1446—14 Dec. 1534), after educa- 
tion at Bruges and Louvain, was 
appointed to the chair of astronomy at 
Padua a. 1479, for which year he issued 
a Prognosticon (Copinger 4034). "There 
are also annual prognostications by 
him for the years 1480-4, one dedicated 
to Duke Frederick of Urbino, He had 
probably returned to the Netherlands 
by 1484, when Leeu printed for him 
Prenostica, ad viginti amnos duratura at 
Antwerp. In the same year with an 
Epistola, apologetica (Copinger 4086) ad- 
dressed to the Doctors of Louvain 
he engaged in a eontroversy de anno 
domünice passionis, Louvain, John of 
Westfalia; in which he was opposed 
by Peter de Rivo, Dr. of Law in the 


University. On his appointment in 
1494 to the see of Fossombrone, near 
Urbino, he was summoned to Rome, 
where he laboured hard to promote the 
reform of the calendar. The work 
alluded to here, Paulina, de recta Paschae 
celebratione, was published, together 
with a treatise on the precise date of 
the Crucifixion, by Oct. Petrutius, 
Fossombrone, 8 July :i5:3. On the 
election of Clement vir he dedicated 
to him a Prognostie for 1524; in the 
same year he resigned his see.

Psalmum, printed in Erasmus 
Lucubrationes, Strasburg, Schürer, Sept. 1515 (a). "The Enarratio was printed 
separately by Martens at Louvain, Oct. isis, without change in the preface. 
There isa slight alteration in Schürer's edition of the Lucubrationes, June 1516 (8B), 
which is followed by his of Nov. 1517 and Jan. r519 and by Froben's of July 1518 
and Oct. r519. "There are also signs of revision in Froben's edition of Exactissimae 
enarrationes in aliquot Psalmos (*y), s.a. (1524 ?), reprinted in Feb.1525. I have not 
been able to examine y, but have taken a volume with the same title published 
by Cerviceornus at Cologne in 1524 asareprint of it ; in view, however, of certain 
publieations of Cervicornus in 1524 it is possible that his edition of the Enarra- 
liones has the priority over Froben's. 

Mr. Nichols, guided by the dates assigned to the printed versions of Epp. 333,4, 
alters the place from St. Omer to London ; but the manuscript date of Ep. 333 
removes the necessity of finding Erasmus in London at this time. 

Beat Bild (22 Aug. 1485—20 May 1547) was the third son of Antony Bild, 
a butcher of Schlettstadt, whose family originated from the neighbouring village 
of Rheinau. "The young Beatus was educated first at Schlettstadt, under 
Hofman and Gebwiler (p. 8). Leaving his father's house on 25 Apr. 1503 
he arrived in Paris on 9 May, and matrieulated in the University, taking his 
B.A. in 1504, and M.A. 1505. For two years he worked as a corrector in the 
press of Henry Stephanus; but in the autumn of 1507 returned to Schlettstadt, 
where he remained for about a year. During that time he began to write 
prefaces for books published by Schürer, who in June 1508 had opened his press 
at Strasburg ; and in the winter of 1508-9 he moved to Strasburg, in order to 
take more active part in Schürer's undertakings. On 3r July rsir he arrived in 
Basle, attracted by the fame of Kuno of Nuremberg (p. 41); and there he 
remained for 15 years, living with Amorbach and Froben and devoting himself 
entirely to the service of good learning in editing and superintending new books. 
In 1526 he returned to Schlettstadt, which became his home for the remainder 
of his life. His literary output was very great. In BRE. 68 volumes are 
enumerated in which he avowedly had a share, including the editio princeps of 
Velleius Paterculus (Basle, Froben, November 1520), from the MS. found by him 
in r515 in the abbey of Murbach, near Gebweiler in Alsace. "To Erasmus he was 
devotedly attached, and he was content to efface himself and conceal his own 
labours in supervising the publication of his friend's innumerable writings. His 
library, which is exceedingly rich in books of the period, is preserved almost 
intact in the Town Library at Schlettstadt.

William Nesen (1493—5, 6 July 1524), of Nastátten (Anaxopolis) between 
Coblenz and Mainz, was of peasant origin. He matriculated at Basle in rSrr, 
M.A. r515; and was not long in making his way among the printers. In rs5ra- 
r3 Beatus Rhenanus dedicated to him Platus' De Carcere (BRE. 28). In July 
1514 Nesen edited Mich. Lochmayers! Parochiale Curatorwm, Basle, M. Furter. In 
I5r5 he was employed by Froben as corrector for Erasmus' Seneca (Ep. 325); 
but his work did not give satisfaction. He was still with Froben in 1516 (Ep. 
469), when he received from Erasmus the dedication of a new edition of the 
Copia (Ep. 462) ; but for a time during this period he kept a school (BRE. 135). 
Early in 1517 he went to Paris as tutor to the sons of Nicholas Stalberger of 
Frankfort; and remained with them till 1519, when Erasmus persuaded him to 
eome to Louvain. His lectures on Mela being prohibited by the University, on 
the ground that he was not à member of it (Néve, p. 135; cf. Ep. 433 introd.), 
he accepted an invitation to become head of the new Latin school at Frankfort, 
and presided over it 1520-3. He then visited Luther at Wittenberg, and joined 
the Reformers; and his relations with Erasmus became less cordial in eonse- 
quence. He was drowned in the Elbe at Wittenberg whilst boating for 
pleasure.

[The date of this letter is conelusively established from its contents. It was 
firs& published in August 1515, with a date 31 March r515, which conflicts with 
Epp. 327 and 332; and in consequence Mr. Nichols has proposed to alter the 
place from whieh Ep. 327 is addressed, and is obliged to suppose that Ep. 332 
was written six weeks after arrival, while Dr. Reich has suggested the assimila- 
tion of this and Ep. 334 to Ep. 335 by the easy conversion of the date from 
31 March to 3o April, aecording to a not uncommon form of confusion. The diffü- 
eulty is, however, removed by a manuseript copy, of the concluding portion of 
this letter, from 1. 83 onwards, and of the whole of Ep. 335, which exists in the 
library of Basle University. "The manuscript is not an autograph, but is written 
in a contemporary German hand ; and Ep. 335 follows this immediately on the 
same side of the first leaf, Ep. 334 and the beginning of this letter having been 
probably on a previous leaf. At the end of Ep. 335 a hand, which is perhaps 
Erasmus', has scrawled * Nimio soloecismo non opus est 'jin jesting comment on 
the character of the handwriting.

A eomparison of the letters with the greatly amplified versions published in 
A. leaves no doubt of the genuineness of the manuscript; and the promptness 
with which Erasmus had them printed on his return to Basle—the first of his 
letters proper to be published by himself—raises the question, Why should he 
have wished to ereate the impression that they were written at the beginning 
of his visit to England instead of at what must have been the very end? His 
motive is to be looked for in connexion with those whom he desired to mislead 
—elearly not with the recipients of the letters, Possibly it was that he wished 
Warham and his English friends to believe that in the earliest days of his visit 
to England he was already committed to proposals for dedicating Jerome to the 
Pope. The mistake of dating Epp. 333, 4 in March, when Erasmus was not 
in England (Ep. 327 introd.), as his English friends must have known, may be 
due to the supervisors of the printing, who perhaps received instructions to date 
Epp. 333, 4 before Ep. 335 in accordance with actual facts, but overlooked the 
necessity of altering the place. 

The existence of this manuscript affords an excellent opportunity for estimating 
the treatment to which an 'elegant epistle' might be subjected, without any 
'coneealment (Ep. 360. 10, 1), before publieation. "To avoid the insertion of long 
passages in the critical notes I have adopted the text of A, except for the date. 

Raff, Riario (3 May 1461—9 July 1521) of Savona was at this time one of the 
most powerful prelates in Rome. He had been created Cardinal in 1477 through 
his unele's influence with Sixtus rv ; had been à candidate for the Papacy in 
1503 ; and Leo x's most formidable rival in the election of 1513. See Creighton 
iii, iv, and Ciaeonius iii.

Domenico Grimani (19 Feb. 1461—27 Aug. 1523) was the son of Antonio 
Grimani, who from being an exiled general of the Republic became Doge in 152r. 
Domenico, who was created Cardinal in 1493, and Patriarch of Aquileia 1498, 
shared his father's exile at Rome, and rose to be Cardinal Bp. of Porto, second 
only to Raffaelle Riario. He was a patron of literature, and his rich collections 
of MSS. now form part of the Library of St. Mark's at Venice. Erasmus 
addressed to him his Paraphrase on St. Paul's Epistle to the Romans, Louvain, 
Th. Martens, Nov. 1517. See Ciaconius iii. 180, r and NBG.]

From Ep. 347 and More's letter to Dorp there mentioned it is elear that like 
Ep. 333 and 335 the printed version of this letter is an enlargement of that 
actually sent. After publication in A it did not again appear with Erasmus' 
Epistolae ; and in the Opera of 1540 it is included among the .4pologiae—a title 
which More gave toit at once (Ep. 388). It was reprinted with a few errors 
corrected in Erasmus' Enarratio im primum Psalmum, Louvain, Th. Martens, 
Oct. I515 (Ep. 327). Afterwards it formed one of the pieces regularly printed 
with the AMoriae Encomiwm, and appears in all the early editions of that work 
from 1516 onwards. It wasrevised for Froben's edition of 1515-16 (a), the first 
in which it is found (cf. Ep. 328. 48 n.), and again for his of July 1522(8). I have 
collated the variants between A and Lond. in the following editions : Froben's 
of Nov. 1517 (a?) Schürer's of June 1519 (a9) and Froben's of Nov. 1519 and 
Oct. 1521, which follow à?; also in the Opera, 1540 (ix. 3), which follows f. 
From the variants in 1l, 688 and 871 the London editors seem £o have printed from 
both a! and o?.] :

[There are two manuscripts of this letter and Ep. 339 in the Basle University 
Library. One (8!) is in the hand of Boniface Amorbach, and from its similarity 
with the Velleius (Basle MS. AN. II. 38), which he finished copying on rr Aug. 
1516, it was probably written at the same period ; an inference which, as will be 
seen, accords with the facets. 'The other, Urk. II". 3 (8?), is in the hand of 
Conrad Fonteius (p. 67), and though it agrees with 8! except in some negligible 
variants, its reading in Ep. 339. 1 shows that it is independent. 

The letters were first printed in B in Oct. 1516; but later in the year they 
were published separately by Beatus Rhenanus (89?) in response to a request 
from Othmar Nachtgall. The book, Breue sanctissimi domini mostri Leonis .Y ad 
Desyderiun Erasmwm Roterodamum, Basle, Froben, consists of only eight pages and 
is without date; but Beatus! preface to Nachtgall (BRE. 54) is dated *pridie 
Calendas Ianuarias. Anno w.p. xvi', which in BRE. is interpreted as 3r Dec. 
I5I15. According to commoner practice, however, the date should mean 31 Dec. 
1516 ; and this isconfirmed by the wanderings of the letters before they reached 
Erasmus! hands. On arriving in England, perhaps c. r9 August 1515 (Brewer 
ii. 823), they were given into the charge of Ammonius. He, feeling uncertain of 
Erasmus! movements, retained them; and it was not till Feb. r516 that he 
ventured to send one of the duplicates of Ep. 338 and the copy of Ep. 339, 
together with Ep. 340, through Pace (Ep. 427 and 429) to Erasmus at Basle 
(Ep. 389. 20-26). After following Pace into Italy (Jortin ii. 347) these did not 
reach Basle until Erasmus had left; and though they were dispatched after him 
(Epp. 419 and 460), the first that he saw of these proofs of Papal favour was 
when Meghen (Ep. 412 introd.) arrived at Antwerp in July 1516 with the other 
copy of Ep. 338 sent by Ammonius (Ep. 429. 5, 6). Ep. 339 he cannot have 
seen till he reached England a few days later (Ep. 429 and 457. 37, 8). "The 
doeuments sent through Pace, except Ep. 340, were finally delivered to him at 
Antwerp in September (Ep. 475. 36, 7 ; cf. Brewer ii. 2299). 

B' and 8? agree together and differ from B in two important readings, where 
Erasmus deeided to alter the text. It is clear, therefore, that Boniface's copy 
was taken from the documents sent by Ammonius to Basle; and that Beatus' 
book may have been printed from his manuscript. Further confirmation for 
the date assigned to Beatus' preface is given by the mention in it of his recent 
visit to Strasburg ; cf. Ep. 460 and BRE. 62. , 

Sadolet, who composed Epp. 338 and 339, had been appointed Papal Secretary 
on the accession of Leo x. The dates given are unquestionable.]

Nicholas. Gerbell of Pforzheim (e. 1485—e. 20 Jan. 1560) was studying at 
Vienna under Celtis e. 1502 (VE. s. 17). On 16 June 1506 he matrieulated ai 
Cologne, whence he corresponded with Trithemius in June 1507 (TE). In 1508 
he was M.A. at Tübingen and in r5ro was studying Aquinas in the Dominican 
college there ; but nevertheless he was an admirer (RE. 98) and supporter of 
Reuchlin in his contest with that order. Pellican found him at Pforzheim in 
risr2 (CPR. p. 44); but by 31 May he had returned to Vienna (RE. 149), where 
he edited a number of books for Vietor and Singren and the Alantsees. In 1514 
he went to Italy, where he visited Aldus and met Gesner at Venice, and on 
2 Oct. was made Doctor of Canon Law at Bologna (MHE. ii. 30; not Vienna, as 
Pelliean) In i515 he came to Strasburg and began to work for Schürer ; 
interrupting this by a short visit to Basle in the autumn (cf. Epp. 358. 5 n. and 
364 introd.) to assist in correcting the proofs of Erasmus' Nouwm Instrumentum. 
'The remainder of his life was spent at Strasburg, where he became legal adviser 
to the Bishop and the Cathedral Chapter, and 1541-3 was Publie Reader in 
History. He sympathized with the Reformers, and at one time was closely 
connected with them ; but subsequently his literary interests reasserted them- 
selves and he published many historical and geographieal works. In March 
1521 he edited the New Testament in Greek, Hagenau, T. Anshelm.

I514 he was incorporated at Freiburg 
on his Wittenberg degree. .A poem by 
him in praise of Freiburg was printed 
through a bookseller-friend—Jerome 
Husaerus of Bludenz—by John Schott 
at Strasburg, 7; March 1515.

[This letter is bound up with a number of other manuscript leaves at the end 
of a copy of E and the Institutio Christiani Matrimonii, Basle, Froben, 1526, which 
together form No. 174 in the catalogue of Beatus Rhenanus' books in the Town 
Library at Sehlettstadt. At the end of this letter are the words * Exserip: 
Basileae 1518', written by the same hand. I have not been able to identify the 
copyist; who wrote also the Basle MS. A. IX. 69, Oratio pro salute Iulii secundi, 
conscripta ab Heremita, quodam. Hsjbernio, amgelo, vt aiunt, dictante. 

In a letter to Lee (Ezv., p. 67) dated 2o May 1519 More states that Erasmus 
answered Dorp hastily, but in a cooler mood suppressed his letter; and that he 
himself likewise suppressed a long reply which he had composed. Erasmus" 
letter has perished, but More's has survived (LB. App. 513), probably in the 
original (81; cf. Ep. 388. 157 n.). Another manuscript of it (8?) in the unknown 
hand follows this letter in the Scehlettstadt volume; but it was not printed 
until after his death, in the collected edition of his Lucubrationes, Basle, 1563, 
p. 365 (8*). In composing it More seems to have had before him copies of Epp. 
304,337 (in its short form; cf. ll. 8, 275 nn.) and this letter ; and from it several 
passages in this letter can be restored. In a few cases More cites the same 
passage twice, at different parts of his letter. As the second text sometimes 
varies from the first, both in the manuscripts and the printed volume, I have 
designated it by y. It will be noticed that none of Dorp's quotations from Ep. 
337 agrees verbally with that letter as printed. It follows, therefore, that he 
was replying to the shorter form which he actually received.

John Kirher of Schlettstadt (July 1519) spent much of his life at Spires, 
where for ten years he lived with Truchses (l.49 n.). In 1508 he published 
an edition (Spires, Conr. Hist.) of Filelfo's Conwiwia, which he had found in 
TTruchses' library ; and there are verses by him in Schürer's edition of Landinus' 
Quaestiones, 1508. In May 1509 Beatus Rhenanus dedicated to him G. Trapeeontii 
Dialectica (BRE. 8) ; at which time he was teaching, perhaps in the Cathedral 
school at Spires, In September he went to study in Paris and was admitted 
B.A. in 1509-10 on a degree obtained elsewhere. "Though M.A. in 1510, he was 
still in Paris in July 1512. It appears that at some time he was at Freiburg 
with Boniface Amerbach, perhaps as a fellow-student under Zasius (Basle MS.

155) that he may have been with Hutten at Cologne, 
for in a poem written in 1510 (Opp. iii, p. 7/8) Hutten speaks of him as quondam 
meus, and praises his knowledge of Plautus. In Feb. r5ro he corrected an 
edition of the Tusculanae Quaestiones for Schürer at Strasburg, and in Nov. 1514— 
Mareh r51:5 the Opus concionatorium of Sancius de Porta for Gran at Hagenau. 
In Sept. 1516 he may be found at Strasburg (v. supra) ; but by the next summer 
he had moved to Basle and was correcting the Adagia for Froben's edition 
of Nov. r517 (Ep. 575, and LB. App. r46, 166). In Sept. 15:8 he had left 
Basle (Basle MS. G. LI. 3o ad fin.), evidently for Mainz, where in 1518-19 he 
corrected for Sehóffer (H.E. 110 and 96) the Livy to which Hutten contributed 
a preface and also Hutten's De Gwuaiaci medicina, Apr. 1519; but after that time 
nothing is known of him, Erasmus' preface to him, mentioned in Lond. vi. 14, 
LB. 413, is not known to exist.

thelatter, dated 22 Aug. from Bologna, can be ascribed to 1516, because Erasmus' 
New Testament (Ep. 384) is reported to have reached Rome. Bócking dates 
thus r515, but Leclerc and other editors 1516, wrongly. 

Ulrich von Hutten (2r Apr. 1488—4 ug. or Sept. 1523) had been forced by his 
father to enter the Benedictine monastery of Fulda in 1499 ; but had escaped 
in r5os. For eight years he wandered from one university to another, finally 
reaching Italy ; where he maintained himself in the study of law by following 
the profession of arms. On returning to Germany in 1513 he was reconciled to 
his family by his brilliant defence of the rights of à cousin who had been 
murdered, and means were found for him to revisit Italy in 15315. When he 
returned home again in r517, he received the poet's laurel from. Maximilian 
on 12 July ; and re-entered the service of Abp. Albert of Mainz, for whom he went 
on an embassy to France in 1517-8. On the election of Charles v he threw 
himself heart and soul into the attempt to create a united German nation under 
Charles; and allied himself with Franz von Sückingen (Ep. 582): and as

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Luther and the reformers represented in one aspect the cause of Germany, 
he impetuously embraced their movement. But his fiery words outran his 
achievements, and by 1522 his cause was discredited, and he himself became 
a fugitive. 

Erasmus first met Hutten in 1514 (Ep. 30o. 12 n.), and was so favourably 
impressed that he mentioned him with praise in the Nowwm Instrumentum 
(i. 555: removed in 1527).  Hutten on his side at first hailed Erasmus as 
a leader of Germany; but when Erasmus refused to follow Luther, Hutten 
flouted him in bitter disappointment, and their relations ended in a miserable 
quarrel.

and in 1512 was elected Abbot of Hügshofen in the Weilerthal, near Schlettstadt, 
in order to introduce there the Bursfeld reforms, By the middle of 1526 he 
had gone over to the reformed doctrines—a step which he seems to have con- 
templated before r52r (Lond. xii. 33; LB. 490). He withdrew to Strasburg, 
where in 1528 (BRE. 293) he was appointed preacher to the nuns of St. Nieholas ; 
but he refused to subscribe to the Wittenberg Concordia (1536) and on r3 Jan. 
1537 was deprived of his office. He was restored in 1539, after being convinced 


again by Calvin ; and thenceforward remained in communion with the Strasburg 
Reformers. 


He was a member of Wimpfeling's Literary Society at Schlettstadt and com- 
posed antiquarian Obseruationes ; most of which perished in the Peasants' Revolt, 
when Hügshofen was sacked. He also wrote Chronicles of Schuttern ; for 
which see an artiele by J. May in Zs. f. Gesch. d. Oberrheins, viii (1893) pp. 256-88. 
Erasmus dedicated to him the new edition of his Enchiridion (Ep. 164 introd.); 
and besides sending him a cup shortly before his death (EE.? r53) left him 
roo florins in his will. BRE and EE. contain twenty-six letters written by 
him ; see also Trith.5 p. 255 and Knod in ADB.]

Corroboration is unfortunately not

[To this preface, which introduces Erasmus' notes on the New Testament, 
a month-date can be approximately supplied from its position in the book. 
As he notices in it some of the MSS. which he used for his work, they may 
conveniently be considered here. 

As may be seen in Ep. 384 introd., there is reason to suppose that Erasmus' 
work on the Latin versions of the New Testament began in 1505-6. For this he 
had two Latin MSS. lent by Colet from the Chapter Library of St. Paul's. As 
nothing is now known of them it seems probable that they perished in the fire 
of 1561 or in the great fire of London in 1666. For his first recension of the 
Greek text, which took place in England, probably in r51:2-13 (see p. 182), he 
had four Greek MSS. ; see the Apologia prefixed to the Nowwm Instrwmentwm, 1516, 
f», bbb? v»., LB. vi. f^. ««?. One of these was the Codex Leicestrensis (Evan. 69: 
xiv^); which has been traced by Dr. Rendel Harris (Origin of the Leicester Codex, 
1887) in the possession of Richard Brinkley, a Cambridge Franeisean, early in 
xvi. A second recension was made at Basle, where he had before him five 
Greek MSS. (Apologia, ibid.), which are now all in the University Library 
(AN. IIL 1r, IV. 1, 2, 4, 5; Paul. 7, Evan. 2, t, Acts 2, 4). From his account 
of the printing of the first edition (Apologia qua respondet duabus inuectiwis Eduardi 
Lei, Antwerp, M. Hillen, (c. Feb.) 1520, f?*. D*; Jortin, ii. 512) it appears that 
he had prepared a MS. for use by the printers,—probably IV. r (xv?) which 
has corrections by his hand and red chalk-marks eorresponding to the pages 
of the r516 edition—and entrusted it to Oecolampadius and Gerbell to see 
through the press; giving them at the same time IV. 2 (xii*?), the MS. borrowed 
from Reuchlin (ef. Ep. 300. 33 n.). He soon found that his proof-readers did 
not scruple to correct his text by this MS.: whereupon he gave them a less 
elegant one which he regarded as more accurate, probably IV. 4 (xiii-xiv?) ; 
and in addition he, or they, made use of III. rir and IV. 5 (xv9). For the 
Book of Revelation, which proved to be wanting in all the manuscripts 
enumerated above, he persuaded Reuchlin to lend him a MS. ; and as the text.

he had a copy made before sending to press. At the end five verses and a bit 
are missing in the MS.; these Erasmus retranslated from his Latin MSS., 
warning the reader of the fact in his notes (Hesp. ad Adnot. Lei ii, LB. ix. 246 
4-0. The 'Codex Reuchlini' was for long thought to be lost; but in r86r it 
was discovered in a private library at Mayhingen by Delitzsch (see his Hand- 
schriftliche Funde, 1861-2). Erasmus describes it as so old that it might have 
been written in the Apostolie age (A4mnot. in Apoc. 3. 7.) ; but modern crities 
attribute it to the xii*. 

For his second edition (8) he had the loan of the Aureus Codex, a Latin MS. (xi*) 
of the Gospels, which had belonged to Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungary, and 
had recently come into the hands of the Regent Margaret ; who had plaeed it in 
the Royal Library at Mechlin. It isnow in the Escurial. The Austin priory at 
Corsendonk near Turnhout also supplied him with two MSS. : one (Evan. 3 : xii^) 
in Greek containing the whole of the New Testament except the Revelation ; 
the other (ix-x?) in Latin containing the Gospels only. On the first leaf of each, 
as well as elsewhere, he has inscribed the fact that they were used by him for 
his second edition ; and from the coincidence of the dates, 19 May 1519 (f. 1 of 
the Greek, wrongly copied by Wetstein, p. 56; f. rar v? of the Latin) the sugges- 
tion is that these inscriptions were made when the MSS. were being returned 
to Corsendonk ; the injunction *Seruetur! or * $vAax6fjTo ', which he adds, con- 
veying ominous suggestion of the fate not uncommonly attending MSS. The 
Greek codex is now in the Royal Library at Vienna (Suppl. gr. 52), the Latin in 
the Royal Library at Berlin (Lat. theol. 49. 4; Rose, 261). "That Erasmus took 
them with him to Basle and left them there till the printing of the second 
edition was completed, is shown by his statement that Froben had one of the 
illuminations from the MS. copied in Erasmus' absence, to serve as frontispiece 
to a book (Apologia qua respondet, &c. f?. E?. v^; Jortinii.515). "The same Apologia 
(f». A?; Jortin ii. 497) mentions a MS. lent by Tunstall in the summer of 1517. 
At Ghent, which he visited more than once in that year (cf. LB. App. 241 and 
Lond. x.24 LB. 284), the Abbot of St. Bavo showed him a Latin MS. of the 
Gospels of reputed antiquity (.4pol. adu. debacch. Sutoris, LB. ix. 766 F). Another 
Greek MS. of the Gospels was borrowed from the Monastery of Mount St. Agnes 
near Zwolle (Epp. 504 and 515), but I have not been able to find any specific 
mention of it in the Annotationes. 

The third edition (y) is notable for the inclusion of the heavenly witnesses in 
John r. 5. 7. To this step Erasmus was provoked by his opponents, Lee and 
Stunica; to whom he promised to insert the passage, if it could be shown to 
exist in a single Greek MS. The required authority was discovered in England 
(Annot, in loc.) ; and the promise was fulfilled, This MS. has been identified 
with the Codex Montfortianus at Trinity College, Dublin (G. 97: xv-xvie*: 
Evan. 61); which in Erasmus! days was probably in Franciscan hands (Rendel 
Harris, op. cit. pp. 46-8). On this question he was directed also to a MS. 
belonging to the Franciscans at Antwerp, where he found the words added by 
A later hand in the margin; and, through Paul Bombasius, he consulted the 
Codex Vaticanus (B), where they were wanting (Lond. xvii. 13» LB. 579). The 
reference to the Vatican MS. in Annot. in Ioan. x. 5. 7 appears in the edition of 
1527 (9), that in .4ct, 27. 16 not till the edition of 1535 (€). 

When at Bruges in August 1521, during the meeting of the Emperor with 
Wolsey, Erasmus took the opportunity to examine the MSS. belonging to the 
College of St. Donatian, of which his friend, Mark Lauweryn, was Dean. He 
found there four Latin MSS. of the New Testament, some of which he describes 
as dated in viii^, one containing the whole New Testament, and another being 
much mutilated. Of these heavailed himself in his third edition ; cf. Annot. in 
Matt. 1. 18 and 3. 16, and Ioan. 1. 5. 7. 

An autograph note (Leipzig MS. Burscher collection) from Paul Tilia of 
Mechlin to Peter Wyehmann, Canon of Anderlecht, acknowledges the return of 
a MS. which had been lentto Erasmus and on which he had recorded the variant 
readings of the Aureus Codex. As Wyehmann was Erasmus' host at Anderlecht 
in the summer of 1521, this MS. was presumably collated for the third edition. 
For this he was also able to eonsult the Aldine edition whieh had appeared in 
Feb. 1518 (Apologia to 4th edit. fo. A*, v^); though the number of places in which 
this differed from his own is not great (Scrivener, 3rd edit. 1883, pp. 434-5). 

In the fourth edition (5: 1527) he alludes to two Latin MSS. of the Gospels, one 
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ancient and one more recent, shown to him by Botzheim in the Chapter Library 
at Constance, probably on the occasion of his visit in Sept.-Oct. 1522 (cf. Annot. 
in Ioan. 2x. 22, Gal. 3. 1, Col. 1. 28 and Ioan x. 5. 7 ; and. Lond. xxiii. 8, LB. 882). 
Both have now disappeared. For the same edition he consulted two Latin MSS. 
at Basle, one of which was in the University Library ; besides having the 
advantage of the Complutensian edition, which though printed in 1514 did not 
reach him till 1522 (cf. 4mnot. in Ioam. x. 5. 7, Apol. adu. debacch. Sutoris, LB. ix. 
166 v, and Apologia to 4th edit. f^. A* v).

John Caesarius of Jülich (1468?—r:5 Dec. 1550) matrieulated at Cologne 
9 Nov. 1491, but subsequently went to Paris, where he was a pupil of Faber 
Stapulensis, and learnt from him to dislike the scholastie philosophy. .He was 
B.A. there in 1496-7, M.A. 1498; but did not make the acquaintance of Erasmus 
at this period. Fora time he taught in St. Lebuin's school at Deventer, and 
also corrected for R. Paffroet; see his preface to Paffroet's edition, 26 Nov. 1504, 
of Cliethove!'s Fundamentum Logice. Ke also contributed a preface dated 30 May 
1507, to an edition s. /. e£ a. of Faber Stapulensis' introduction to the Arithmetie 
of Boethius. In Dec. 1508 he accompanied Hermann Count of Neuenahr to 
Italy, and worked at Greek in Bologna. On his return c. 1510 he established 
himself as à private teacher at Cologne, and was so successful as to draw many 
pupils from the regular professors. Amongst his pupils were Glareanus, Listrius, 
Corn. Agrippa, Mosellanus, Bullinger, and many young noblemen. His life 
from this time forward was principally spent at Cologne, but he paid frequent 
visits elsewhere. He went to Münster in the autumn of 1512 to deliver a course 
of lectures on Greek (Reichling, Ioh. Murmellius, p. 80) ; and again in 1518-19 
(EE?. r) to avoid the plague. In i527 he was at Leipzig and in r529 at Mainz; 
and in his later years he frequently enjoyed the hospitality of the Counts of 
Stolberg in the Harz and Wm. Count of Neuenahr at Mórs, He was a friend of 
some of the Reformers; but like Erasmus remained within the Church.

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According to Beatus Rhenanus (1v. 280) the task of editing Valla's notes on the 
New Testament (Ep. 182) suggested to Erasmus a volume of the same character 
(ef. Ep. 305. 10); but as the work proceeded, when he had examined numerous 
MSS. both Greek and Latin (1l. 52-5 ; also Ep. 296. 155, and p. 164), he decided to 
attempt a new edition of the Greek with his own notes added (Ep. goo. 31-3). 
At what point this decision was made is not clear ; perhaps during his residence 
in England, where he was certainly at work upon the New Testament in 1512-13 
(Epp. 264. 13, 270. 58; and Resp. ad iw. gerontodid., LB. ix. 986 xr). On arriving 
at Basle he began to negotiate with Froben for the printing; and at the 
beginning of September Beatus Rhenanus announces the conclusion of an agree- 
ment between them (BRE.

51-3 that he expected 
to find at Basle good MSS. which he would be able to send to the press without 
further labour; but in this he was disappointed, and he regarded it as an 
unnecessary addition to his task that he should have had to correct the Greek 
text before it could be printed (cf. p. 164). s Me 

From his published utterances (e.g. in a preface added to the Paris edition of 
Jerome, Chevallon, 1533, vol. i. f^. ; Jortin ii. p. 543) it might be supposed 
that up tothistime he had had no idea of making a translation ; but that within 
à few weeks of his arrival (Ep. 305. 222, 3) he undertook at Froben's suggestion 
to include this in his seheme (rv. 283-5; Ep. 421; Lond.xix. 91, LB. 746, 863p; 
Apol. adw. debacch. Sutoris, LB. ix. 751 D 5 Hesp. ad ww. gerontodid., LB. ix. 98874 ; 
and Copenhagen MS. G. K. S. 95 Fol. f. 182). But facts to which Wordsworth 
calls attention (pp. 51,2 of op. cit. on p. 166) show that this is not the case. 
A manuscript is in existence which contains Erasmus' version of the New 
Testament (except the Acts and Revelation) side by side with the Vulgate in 
parallel columns, and written by Peter Meghen (Ep. 231. 4 n.) at Colet's direc- 
tion in the years 1506 and 1509. "The first portion, comprising St. Matthew and. 
St. Mark, is in the University Library at Cambridge (Dd. vii. 3), and has an 
elaborate colophon dated 8 May 1:509, with the corroborative statement that 
Henry vit had died in April of the same year. The second portion, St. Luke 
and St. John, is in the British Museum (1 Reg. E. v. 1), with an equally elaborate 
eolophon dated 7 Sept. 1509, r Henry vi; and the third part, containing all 
the Epistles, is its companion (r Reg. E. v. 2) and has a colophon dated in Oet. 
1506, 22 Henry vir, further corroborated by the statement that Philip.of Castile 
had been driven into England in the same year (cf. Ep. 189 introd.) and died in 
Sept. (Ep. 205)—spaces being left for the precise month-dates, which were not, 
however, filled in. "The colophons are printed in full in the Cambridge Cata- 
logue of 1856, i. p. 321, and in part in the British Museum Catalogue, Manuscripts. 
of ihe King's Library, 1734, pp. rr,r2. Besides Erasmus' version the MS. also 
contains the Arguments to the Epistles, which he afterwards published, with 
only slight modification, in collected form (Louvain, Th. Martens, Nov. 1518). 

Another eopy of Erasmus' version, interlined with the Vulgate, is in the 
Library of Corpus Christi College, Oxford (E. 4. 9,10: Coxe x3, 4) ; but unhappily 
the colophons, if ever they existed, have disappeared. "Though less magnificent 
than Colet's MSS., the volumes are beautifully executed ; and may probably be 
assigned to the same period, They contain the whole of the New Testament, 
including Acts and Revelation, and also the Arguments to the Epistles. An 
examination of various passages shows that on the whole the texts of the Vulgate 
and of Erasmus! version agree very closely with Colet/s MSS. ; but there are 
occasional traces of another recension by Erasmus, especially in the Arguments 
to the Epistles. 

Erasmus' translation of the New Testament was therefore executed several 
years earlier than is commonly understood ; and the whole circumstances of the 
work supply an interesting confirmation of the influence exereised over Erasmus 
by Colet, on which Dr. Seebohm has rightly laid such stress. In Dec. r504. 
Erasmus writes to Colet of his desire to work at «sacrae literae" and especially 
of his interest in the Epistle to the Romans (Ep. 181. 24 seq.). In r505 he 
comes to England and spends most of his time in London ; and in Oct. 1506 we 
havea translation of the Epistles made by him and copied by Colet's amanuensis. 
It is therefore not difficult to suppose that one of the first acts of the new Dean 
(Ep. 181. 18.) was to lend his friend two Latin MSS. from the Chapter Library 
(p. 164) and to encourage him to undertake a new translation from the Greek: 
perhaps also it had been through Colet that the invitation had come to return to 
England in r5os. For the lapse of three years before Meghen completed the. 
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copy of the Gospels it is not possible to account with certainty. ^ Erasmus' 
letters for that period throw no light upon the subject; but on the whole 
I incline to suppose that the interval was due to causes connected with Meghen, 
and that Erasmus had finished his work before he left England in 1506. 

The dates in the MSS. also elucidate Erasmus' letter to Richard Bere, Abbot 
of Glastonbury, in 1524 (Lond. xviii. 46, LB. 700) ; from which it appears that 
after returning from Italy Erasmus was introduced by Bernard Andreas 
(Ep. 243. 52 n.) to the Abbot, and offered him a eopy of a portion of the transla- 
tion, containing the Arguments, perhaps with some suggestion of publication ; 
but that the Abbot showed disapproval of the idea of improving on the Vulgate, 
and that in consequence Erasmus threw the work aside. 

, With regard to the date when Erasmus first determined to make his transla- 
lion, it is not necessary to charge him with intentional misstatement in the 
utterances quoted above; for all, except that from the preface to Jerome, admit 
equally well of the interpretation that the idea of publishing it had not occurred 
to him until he went to Basle, but that he yielded there to the suggestions of 
his friends ; and even in the Jerome preface it is easy to suppose that in repeat- 
ing towards the end of his life a statement he had often made before, he uncon- 
sciously modified it slightly in form. 

After the first proposals in 1514 the negotiations appear to have been broken 
off, Erasmus having perhaps considered that he might get the book better 
printed in Italy (Epp. 324. 27 n., 389. 9 n.) But probably one object of his 
journey to England in March 1515 was to fetch a copy of his translation; though 
he perhaps obtained only the earliest part (Ep. 334. 166, 7). In April Beatus 
Rhenanus was again attempting to secure the book for Froben (Epp. 328. 36, 
330. 1) ; and by the time Erasmus returned to Basle, he had decided to aecept 
Froben's offer. The work began in August (Ep. 348. 10-12); but it wasinterrupted 
(Ep. 356. 1r, 2), and by the middle of September not much way can have been 
made, for Gerbell was still making suggestions as to the form of printing 
(Ep. 352. 5 seq.). Within a fortnight, however, Gerbell and Oecolampadius 
(Ep. 358. 5 n.) were installed to correct the proofs, and with two presses at 
work (cf. a letter from Froben to Boniface Amorbach, 16 Oct. 1515: Basle MS. 
G. IL. 29) the book soon made rapid progress; although the correctors proved 
less able for their task than Erasmus had hoped (Ep. 421. 53-6). Just as with 
the Adagia (Ep. 211 introd.), the AAnnofationes (which are on the Vulgate) were 
greatly enlarged whilst in the press (rv. 281-3 and Ep. 421. 50) and ultimately 
instead of the 30 sheets at first estimated the book filled over 80 (Epp. 421. 63-5 
and 377. 7; n.). The final colophon is dated Feb. 1516, that to the notes being 
ri Mar. 1516: and although on 2r Feb. Erasmus was still occupied with the 
introductory matter including this letter (cf. BRE. 57), on 7 March he could 
announce that the book was published (Ep. 394. 36). Thus a folio of more 
than r,0oo pages had been printed, and even partly written, in the space of five to 
six months. 4A copy, probably presented by Erasmus, reached Budaeus in Paris 
on 26 April (Ep. 403. 27, 8) and the book was on the Paris market a week later 
(Ep. 403. 28 n.) ; Reuchlin, too, received it through the Frankfort spring fair

: pu after publication Erasmus was dissatisfied with his work 
(Ep. 402. x, 2) and began preparing for a new edition (Epp. 417 and 42r. 7o seq.). 
Besidesrevising the Greek with new MSS. (cf. Ep. 373 introd.) he now introduced 
his original translation; which in 1516 had been considerably modified, with 
a general tendency towards the retention of the Vulgate. For example, in the 
opening of St. John's Gospel the r516 edition follows the Vulgate closely, keeping 
in v. x verbum instead of sermo, which is found in Colet's MSS. In 1519 sermo was 
restored—a change which cost Erasmus a controversy (cf. 1. 46 n.)—and through- 
out the whole work the translation was brought into accord with the text of 
Colet's MSS. ; with such minute accuracy that even insignificant variations such 
as et for ac or -que for et are invariably put back into their original form, So 
thorough was the revision that a careful examination of a great many passages 
has not revealed more than a few instances of a 1516 variant remaining in 1519, 
and only two examples of departure in 1519 from the text of Colet/s MSS. Of 
this transformation I have not been able to discover any trace among Erasmus' 
letters or remains, except a single manuscript in the bundle of Jerome papers 
at Basle (A.IX. 56; cf. Ep. 326 introd.). ltis a sheet of two folios, copied by 
Hand D of the Deventer MS, and containing portions of the Gospel of St. Mark. 
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But in view of the date of Hand D (App. 8, p. 605) it is noticeable that the 
manuscript follows the text of 1516; and that the familiar red chalk marks 
recording the divisions of the pages agree with that edition (pp. 94 and 103), 
and not with the pages of 1519. 

To print his new edition Erasmus went to Basle in May 1518; but before the 
printing had long begun he returned to the Netherlands, leaving the task of 
bringing the book through the press to Bruno and Basil Amorbach and his 
former servant-pupil, James Nepos; see Froben's letter on p. 566 of the book, 
dated 5 Feb. 1519. It was published in March r519 (8), the title being changed 
to Nowum. Testamentum ; and. there were subsequent editions, revised and ampli- 
fied, in Feb. 1522 (y), March 1527 (2), and March 1535 (€), reissued in Sept. 1539 : 
all printed by the Froben press. In 9 and in an edition prepared after his 
death for inclusion in his collected works, 1541-2 (0), the Vulgate translation 
was printed side by side with the Greek and the version of Erasmus.

[This letter, to which Ep. 392 is practically the answer, is printed in all the 
later editions as two; the postseript which follows the signature appearing as 
a separate letter with a heading ofitsown, It is, however, clearly,as suggested 
by Horawitz, Joh. Heigerlin, genamnt Faber, p. 17, n. x, a. postscript, written by 
Rieger in his own name on a blank space at the end, and is printed thus without 
heading in B and C*, In Ep. 412.21, too, the ' vna epistola' sent for More to 
see is evidently this; for the invitation to Ingolstadt is mentioned in the corre- 
sponding place in Ep. 413. The division is due to an error. In C? the postscript 
happens to come at the top of the last page. In the previous opening the head- 
line—vRBANYS REGIVS IOANNI FABRO—is spread across the two pages; but on 
the last it is necessarily contracted into one. "The editors of F mistook it for the 
heading of a new letter, and made the separation. 

Urban Rieger (Regius or Rhegius) of Langenargen on the N. shore of the Lake 
of Constance (May 1489—25 May 1541) was perhaps the son of a priest. After 
education at Lindau he went to Freiburg, where he lived with Zasius and took 
his B.A. About r5rio he migrated with John Eek to Ingolstadt, and after 
taking his M.A. opened a house for pupils, but fell into financial difficulties. 
From these he was delivered by Eck, who got him a lecturership in Rhetoric and 
Poetry ; and in 1517 he was crowned Poet laureate by Maximilian. After this 
he resumed the study of theology and settled at Constance, where on 16 Sept. 
1518 in John Faber's house he completed his De dignitate sacerdotum, Augsburg, 
Miller, 19 Feb. 1519, addressed to Hugo von Landenberg, Bp. of Constance (BRE. 
101), and in r519 was ordained. He visited Tübingen (matrice. 20 Aug. 1519) 
and Basle (matric. 28 Sept. 1520); and then through Faber's influence was 
appointed Cathedral preacher at Augsburg. He began to incline towards 
Lutheran opinions, and in Dec. 1521 was obliged to leave Augsburg. Fora time 
he was preacher at Hall, near Innsbruck ; but in 1523 was in trouble with 
the Bps. of Trent and Brixen, and returned to Augsburg, where the Reformation 
was now established. In Dec. r524 he definitely adopted Lutheranism, and on 
16 June 1525 married. He played a mediating part in the religious struggles at 
Augsburg, but in r530 was finally obliged to depart, through the aetion of 


settled at Byzantium. After the praised but its pagan character 


capture by the Turks he was brought 
to Italy, where he received patronage 
from Lorenzo dei Medici and, though 
a soldier, became an excellent Latinist 
and writer of verse. His Epigrammata 
were printed at Rome in 1490 and 
1493 ; and again in 1497 at Florence, 
with his Hymni Naturales addressed to 
the gods of Greece and Rome. "This 
volume had been reprinted by Schürer 
in July rsog with two prefaces by 
Beatus Rhenanus, one addressed to 
Sapidus; in which the poetry is 


deplored (BRE. 12 and 432). Erasmus' 
judgement of it in the Ciceroniamus 
(LB. i. roroA) is to the same effect; 
but Muretus and Scaliger rate it more 
highly. It certainly does not merit the 
epithet *lasciuus*. He was drowned 
with his horse in à quicksand of the 
Cecina.

John Heigerlin (1478—21: May 1541) of Leutkirch in the Allgau was the son 
of à smith, and hence adopted the name of Fabri or Faber. He studied at 
Tübingen and took priest/s orders ; and then matriculated on 26 July 1509 at 
Freiburg, where he was a pupil of Zasius and Reisch. By r516 he had secured 
the post of Chancellor to the Bp. of Basle; in r518 he became Vicar of the 
Bp. of Constance and in rs21 Suffragan Bp. He was in general sympathy with 
the humanists, many of whom were under obligations to him ; and for a time it 
seemed as though he might join the Reformers (cf. Bl. E. 35). His decision to 
remain in the Church angered them greatly, especially as he at once declared 
strongly against heresy ; but it opened the way of ecclesiastical preferment to 
his ambitious energy. In 1523 he became minister to Ferdinand, whose confi- 
dence he soon gained and who loaded him with offices and honours. He was 
Coadjutor-bp. of Neustadt 1528-38; Bp. of Vienna and Dean of Breslau r530 ; 
Provost of Basle 1539. He visited his various charges with immense activity, 
and was especially vigorous in promoting the prosperity of Vienna, which had 
suffered severely from the Turks. His benefactions inelude the foundation of 
a trilingual College of St. Nicholas at Vienna University. He showed continual 
favour to Erasmus ; and in 1528 sought to persuade him to settle in Vienna.

173. Clemens] John Clement (1 x July 
1572) was a pupil of Lily at St. Paul's 
school. He became servant-pupil to 
More, whom in r515 he aecompanied 
on his embassy to Bruges (Pref. to 
Utopid)S. He made rapid progress with 
classical learning, and in Sept. 1516 
was able to help Colet with Greek 
(Ep. 468. 12). In (Dec. 1517) he was 
still in More's household (Brewer ii. 
App. 17), where he acted as tutor to 
the children; but in April r518 had 
entered the service of Wolsey (Lond. 
iii. 13; LB. 242). In the autumn of 
1518 Wolsey sent him to Oxford as the 
first of his newly-founded Readers in 
Humanity (Brewer ii. App. 56), and 
he was lodged in Foxe's college of 
Corpus Christi. By the spring of 
1520 he had left Oxford for Louvain 
(Lond. Mor. 1 ; Jortinii. 396) to study 
medicine; to which he now devoted 
himself. Two years later (Lond. Viv. 
6*7; LB. 615, 619) he went on to 
Italy; where, together with his suc- 
cessor in the Oxford Readership, Lupset 
(Ep. 270. 60n.), and two other English-

men, Odoardus and Roseus, he helped 
to edit the Aldine Galen, Apr.-Aug. 
1525, 5 vols. folio (the first edition in 
Greek) : see pref. to vol. v. f", «?. On 
returning from Italy with the degree of 
M.D. (probably from Padua) he ob- 
tained employment about the court, 
and on ri Feb. 152í was admitted a 
member of the College of Physicians 
in London; becoming President in 
1544. ÀÁbout i530 he married Margaret 
Giggs, More's kinswoman and inmate 
of his house; for whom see DNB. 

He adhered to the Romansupremacey, 
and withdrew under Edward vr to 
Louvain; returning to England under 
Mary. But on the accession of Elizabeth 
he again retired to,the Netherlands 
and settled at Mechlin, where he died. 

Simon Grynaeus' edition of Proclus* 
De motu, Basle, Bebel, Aug. 1531, is 
dedieated to Clement, with a preface 
which refers to his work on Galen 
when in Italy ; and also suggests that it 
was from him that Grynaeus received 
the MS. of Proclus when visiting Eng- 
land in thespring of 1531.

[The date given by the manuscript is confirmed by the mention of Zasius' 
book (cf. Ep.

In the manuscript the remainder of the page after the letter is filled up by 
In Nowwm Testamentum ab Erasmo Ro. iranslatum. hexastichon ; to which Leclere 
prefixes the name of Zasius. The attribution is probably correct, and thus 
supplies confirmation for the date of the letter ; but it has no authority.]

The composition was therefore probably begun after Erasmus' 
return to Basle in the summer of 1515; but the printing was left so late that 
it was not complete when he left Basle in May 1:516 (Ep. 407. 6). The 
eolophon of the volume in which it first appeared is dated May 1516 ; and this 
is confirmed by Froben's letter of 17 June (Ep. 419) announcing the completion 
of the book. In it (a) the Institutio is followed by the Panegyric (Ep. 179), with 
à separate colophon, April 1516; the concluding portion being the translations 
from Plutarch (Epp. 272 and 297) The volume was reprinted by Martens, 
Louvain, Aug. 1516, entire; but Badius' edition of r March r517 (8) contains 
only the Institutio and its accompanying Isocrates. In the summer of 1r518 
Erasmus revised the Institutio for dedication to Ferdinand (ef. r. p. 39. 3o n.), 
and Froben published new editions of a in July 1518 (y) and June 1519; but 
after that there is no edition that can be regarded as authorized until the 
collected Opera of 1540 (?). 

The Stuttgart Landesbibliothek has à copy of a in which the colophon 
after the Panegyric is dated April w.p.xv, though in other respects the book 
agrees minutely with a. The page shows no sign of having been tampered 
with, and I know of no other copy with this date. It cannot, however, be 
correct. The entries in BEr.' of à Louvain and a Venice edition in rs5rs are 
erroneous.]

[This letter and its answer are found in Book 2 of Ellenbog's correspondence 
(a) at Stuttgart. The copy preserved in the Deventer Letter-book (8), though 
corrupt in one place (l. 3), represents the version actually sent, and its readings 
may therefore be accepted in cases of marked difference; but in spelling I 
have given precedence to a. — Ellenbog's correspondence is arranged in roughly 
chronologieal order, so that confirmation of the date, which the contents of 
the letter amply supply, is unnecessary. 

Nich. Ellenbog (18 March 1480 or 1481—6 June 1543) was the son of Ulrich 
Ellenbog, sometime Lecturer in Medicine at Ingolstadt. After schooling at 
Memmingen, in 1497 he entered the Bursa Wenck at Heidelberg, where he 
became acquainted with Wimpfeling and Oecolampadius. In rs5o2 he went 
to Craeow, but after studying astronomy there for a short time (cf. Vienna MS. 
4156, ff. 151-60), migrated to Montpellier, with the intention of reading medicine 
like his father. In r503, in fulfilment of a vow made during an attack of plague, 
he entered the Benedictine house of Ottobeuren, near Memmingen. After 
a year of noviciate he made his profession on r5 Aug. 1504, and was ordained 
subdeacon in Sept. 1505, and priest on r9 Apr. 1506. He was prior of the 
monastery 1508-12, and steward 1512-22; after which he was released from 
office and allowed to pursue the studies, principally Greek and Hebrew and 
astronomy, in which he delighted. 

His correspondence gives a pleasing and intimate picture of monastic life, 
with much detail about the Peasants! Revolt, and well deserves publication. 
F6 consists of eight. books, each containing roo letters, and a ninth unfinished ; 
all eopied by his own hand. "The first two, which were lost to Ellenbog in the 
Peasants! Revolt, are now in the Stuttgart Landesbibliothek, MS. Hist. Q. 99 : 
the remainder are at Paris, Bibl. Nationale, MS. Lat. 8643. "The letters to 
Wolfgang Rychard of Ulm. are copied also in Rychard's Letter-book; a MS, 
of the Town Library at Hamburg, 49 Quarto in the Uffenbach-Wolf collection.

[Erasmus' interest in Jerome dates from his early years and may perhaps 
be traced to the Brethren of the Common Life, under whom he had been 
trained (App. 2) and who, from their zealous study of Jerome, were named 
Hieronymiani. It first manifests itself at Steyn, where he was already quite 
familiar with Jerome's Letters (Ep. 22); and where in composing a funeral 
oration for Berta de Heyen (Ep. 2 introd.) he takes Jerome as his model 
(LB. viii. 553p). At Oxford in his disputation with Colet (Epp. ro8-rr) he 
éontended vehemently against Jerome on a partieular question; in which 
connexion it may be remembered that at one time his preference was for 
Augustine (Lond. ii. 26; LB. 376). But a year later—and possibly earlier 
(Ep. 67)—he had begun work upon Jerome, correcting the text and preparing 
3 commentary (Epp. 138, 139, 149; cf. Ep. 531), the Letters engaging his special 
attention (Ep. r41). In rs5rr the work was resumed in Cambridge (Ep. 245), 
where Dr. Caius (Annales Collegii de Gonuille et Caius, ed. J. Venn, in Public. Cambridge 
Antiq. Soc. 1904, p. 125) records that he lectured on Jerome's Letters and Apology 
against Ruffinus; and in May 1512 Badius was negotiating with him for the 
edition (Ep. 263). But the work was not nearly complete; there were still 
many ancient manuscripts to examine (Epp. 264, 270, 271, 273, 281); and by 
the time it was ready a fortunate chance had brought him into relation with

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Basle and he was able to transfer his work on the Letters to form a part of the 
great edition whieh John Amorbach had planned and which in 1514 had already 
been for some years in preparation (cf. Ep. 324. 28 n.) . Ep. 308 suggests that 
in so doing he supplanted Reisch, who seems to have begun work on the Letters, 
but had perhaps not made much way when Erasmus' material was ready. "Two 
letters from Reisch to the Amorbachs dated ro Oct. r5r3 and r2 Aug. r514 
(Basle MS. G. II. 29; cf. also G. II. r3. 9o) certainly manifest great interest 
in the undertaking; and the prefaces to vols. v and vi testify to his help in 
gathering manuscripts from many libraries (cf. Ep. 419. ro n.). To preparatory 
work on the Letters by other hands, John Kuno, Reuchlin, and the Amorbachs, 
there is reference in vol. iv. f. 34 v?. 

The edition was completed by Froben in the summer of 1516 (a), the 
expenses of production being shared with him by Amorbach's three sons 
and James Rechburger, a citizen of Basle, who had married their sister. It 
filled nine volumes, the first four of which contain the Letters edited by 
Erasmus, the last five Jerome's other works. The prefaces to vols. v-ix are in 
the name of Bruno Amorbach, Basil's being added to his in vol. v only. They 
are addressed to the reader and are dated as follows: vol. viii 13 Jan., vol. vii 
7 Mareh, vol v 5; May, vol. vi 1 June, vol. ix 26 June, and a supplement to 
vol viii 25 August—all in r516. But the ascription to the Amorbachs is 
perhaps misleading in all cases; for autograph originals of three of them exist 
at Basle, two, for vol. ix and the supplement to vol. viii, written by Beatus 
Rhenanus (Basle MSS. G. IL 13*. 1 and D. IV. 15. 272) ; and the third, a draft 
which was partially used for vol. vi, in the handwriting of Erasmus (amongst 
the Amorbachiana, ef. p. 343). 

Of the prefaces to the volumes which Erasmus contributed, those to vol. ii 
have already been mentioned (Ep. 326). "Vols. iii and iv each have a preface 
to the reader announcing the contents of the volumes ; dated from Basle 5 Jan. 
.and r March 1516. "Vol. i has a brief preface to Erasmus! notes on the Catalogus 
Scriptorum, Ecclesiasticorum ; also addressed to the reader but without date. "The 
only one suitable for inclusion here is the following, which is printed at the 
end of vol. i and forms the preface to the whole edition. It bears considerable . 
resemblance to Epp. 334,5 and also to Adag. 2001. 

The edition of Jerome was reprinted by Froben in 1524-6 (8) ; and there are 
subsequent editions by Chevallon, Paris, 1533-4(*), to which Erasmus contributed 
a short preface (cf. p. 182), and by the Froben firm in 1536-7 (2), 1553, and 1565. 

Of the MSS. whieh Erasmus used for his work nothing seems to be known. 
"They were clearly of some antiquity (l. 170 seq.) ; but though he refers to them 
frequently in his notes, he gives no other clue to their identity. ^ Aldridge 
(EE 40; quoted in Ep. 281r. 4 n.) speaks of having worked with him at Jerome 
in Queens' College, Cambridge; but as the old catalogue (1472) of that library 
(printed by Searle, Communic. Cambridge Anlig. Soc. ii, 1864) contains no MSS. 
of Jerome, they were perhaps borrowed from elsewhere. It is plain, however, 
from Ep. 332. 7-9 that the English MSS. formed an important part of his 
edition. Another MS. of the Letters was borrowed for him from the monastery 
of Reichenau, in the Lake of Constance, in Nov. 1515 (Basle MS. G. II. 3o. 184) 
by Peter, a Carthusian, who first at Freiburg under Reisch, and subsequently 
as Prior of the house at Ittingen, in Canton Thurgau, took an active interest 
in the work (Basle MSS. G. II. 3o. 131 and 129).]

The chronicles are continued from 1:500 to r514 by 
Nicholas Basell (Ep. 391). "This letter was evidently printed at the last, for it 
fills only à smali part of the verso of the title, which is otherwise left blank 
(ef. Ep. 199 introd.); and this conclusion is borne out by the date. 

Thomas Anshelm or Anshelmi of Baden matriculated at Basle in 1485, but 
Soon began to pay attention to printing: for his name appears on a Strasburg 
volume of ro Jan. 1488. But he did not establish himself until 1500, when he set 
up à press at Pforzheim, He worked there till March ri51ir; then July r51r— 
July 1516 at Tübingen, whither he was drawn by the influence of Reuchlin. 
Although not learned—he had never graduated—he enjoyed the esteem and 
* support of the Tübingen humanists ; and no reason has been found to account 
for his removal to Hagenau. He printed there Nov. 1516— Dec. 1522 and con- 
tinued his intimacy with Tübingen ; but after that date nothing is known of him.

Jerome Baldung or Waldung of Gmünd in Swabia was probably educated at 
Vienna, since he speaks of Celtis as *communis praeceptor! to Vadianus and. 
himself (VE. 394) ; but his name does not occur in Aschbach's Gesch. d. Wiener 
Univ. On 5 Feb. 1506 he matriculated at Freiburg and on r6 June sueceeded 
Zasius as Lecturer in Poetry. His subject, however, was Law, in which he took 
his Doctor's degree in 1506, becoming Dean of the Faculty in 1507; but it was 
not until 27 Feb. 1510 that he was allowed to teach it. His University career 
was ended by his appointment on 23 July 1510 to be Imperial Councillor and 
Agent at Ensisheim in Alsace (cf. Ep. 319. 23). In 1517 he was summoned to 
Innsbruck as Privy Councillor to Maximilian ; see Capito's Hebraicae Institutiones, 
Basle, Froben, Jan. 15:8, f». P v?. He is mentioned in Zasius' Lucubrationes, 
1518, p. 8, as having recently discovered at Murbach a MS. of Gaius! Inst. bk. x ; 
whieh is now lost. In 1524 he was Chancellor to the Abp. of Salzburg ;. and in 
1532 Zasius dedicated to him his Substitutionum Tractatus (ZE. 257). His name is 
sometimes confused with Balbus' (Ep. 23. 47 n.). 

The .Aphorismi compunctionis theologicales Hieronymi Baldung, artium et medicinarum 
doctoris, Strasburg, J. Grüninger, 6 Jan. 1497, with a preface dated from Gmünd 
i2 Feb. 1493, were the work of his father, who was physician to Maximilian, 
and is probably the person intended in BRE. 118 and 444.

[The year-date given by the manuscript must be wrong, forin r5r5 Erasmus 
had returned to the North long before Whitsun-Day (Ep. 404. 14), which fell 
on 27 May. 1516 is the only year possible, in view of his movements. 

Ulrieh .Zwingli (r Jan. r484— rr Oct. r531) was born on the Toggenburg 
(hence * Doggius") but was adopted by his uncle, the parish-priest of Wesen on 
the Walensee. After schooling at Basle and Bern he matriculated at Vienna 
in r500; but in r5o2 he returned to Basle, where he was B.A. r5o4, M.A. 
1506. Since r506 he had been parish-priest of Glarus; and whilst actively con- 
tinuing his own education had been developing an independence of character, 
which brought him into sympathy with the movement for reform. For the 
high opinions already formed of him see Glareanus' Heluetiae Descriptio, Basle, 
A. Petri, 1515, and the second edition, with a commentary by Myconius, Basle, 
Froben, March r519 : also Glareanus' Elegiae, dedicated to Zwingli, ibid. 14 Nov.

[This letter was printed by Erasmus in B within a few months of its arrival; 
and then with three others—its two answers and Ep. 388— shortly afterwards in 
C!, in this case from a desire (Ep. 531. 533-6) to rectify the blunder in l. 149 on 
which Budaeus remarks in Ep.493.45seq. Itisalsofound in the Deventer Letter- 
book and in BE?. ; having in the former the notable feature that the Greek is 
all translated into Latin, except the special words the precise meaning of which 
is here diseussed. .As the printed versions issued by Erasmus and Budaeus 
agree in having the Greek, there can be no doubt that this was in the original. 
It may be conjectured, therefore, that the Latin versions were made by Erasmus 
—perhaps dietated offhand; for the variants given in the translation of 1l. 132 
suggest a tentative rendering—on behalf of a servant-pupil (Hand A), to relieve 
him from much copying of an unfamiliar language. 

In BE the Greek is on the whole more correctly printed than in B and its 
followers. But its occasional amplifications indieate that Budaeus polished up 
the letter before printing it; for these cannot have been part of the original, 
since they are missing in both B and the Deventer manuscript, which are 
independent copies of it. I therefore give the precedence to B as closer to the 
original than either a or 8 : which for convenience I have placed at the end of 
the sigla, i.e. after LB. 

The year-date is given by the arrival of the Nowwm Instrumentum in Paris 
(1.28 n.. Writing on 6 June 1516 Badius mentions the dispatch of this letter 
through Arnold Birckmann (MHE. ii. 37) ; it reached Erasmus from Cologne on 
19 June (Ep. 421. 2,3). 

Wm. Budé (26 Jan. 1462—23 Aug. 1540) sprang from a family of state officials. 
In 1484 he entered the College of Navarre at Paris as a student of theology 
(Launoi, Nauarr. gymn. hist. p. 217), but subsequently went to Orleans to study 
law ; and this he abandoned in its turn forliterature c. 1491. He learnt Greek 
first from Hermonymus (r1. p. 7. 22 n.) and then from John Lascaris (Ep. 269. 
5r n.); and Faustus in addressing to him his De influentia syderum in 1496 (Ep. 84 
introd.) describes him as * Graeca et Latina litteratura insignitum'. In 1497 he 
became one of the royal secretaries, and served on embassies to Italy in 150r 
and 1:505; but his literary activities were not thereby checked. His first ven- 
tures were translations from Plutarch and Basil; the earliest dated 1503, though 
no printed edition is known earlier than 1505 (cf. Ep. 421. 25 n.) More 
important are his Amnotationes im xxiv Pandectarum libros, Paris, Badius, 17 Nov. 
1508,—2 work in which he showed marked originality, by discarding the vast 
accumulation of glosses and by attempting to restore the purity of the text 

"through study of manuscripts,—and the De Asse, Paris, Badius, 15 March 151$, 
which isan attemptto define therelative money values of classical and Renaissance 
timnes and thereby to determine the conditions of ancient civilization. In 1519 
he was summoned to court by Francis r, for whom he had written the Institution 
du, Prince (see Woodward, Studies in Education, chap. 7) ; and he made use of his 
position to further the cause of good learning in France, notably by persuading 
Francis to make the College de Francetrilingual. His own continued enthusiasm 
for Greek is shown by his Commentarii linguae Graecae, Paris, Badius, Sept. 1529, 
by a collection of Greek letters published in BE?, and by a treatise De transitu 
Hellenismi ad Ohristianismum, Paris, R. Stephanus, 5 March 1535, in which he 
defends his favourite studies from a charge of alliance with heresy. 
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His relations with Erasmus were marred by occasional misunderstandings, 
the outcome of his over-sensitive temperament; but on the whole the two 
'seholars had a just appreciation of each other. 

His work is at length receiving due recognition in the life by M. Delaruelle, 
of which one volume has been published, Paris, 1907. $Seealsothesame author's 
Répertoire of his correspondence, Toulouse, 1907; & contemporary life by 
Ludovieus Regius, Paris, J. Roigny, 1540; BE. ; and Legrand.]

[Dr. Reich is probably right in placing this letter just before Erasmus! 
departure from Basle in May 1516. It has some verbal resemblance with 
Ep. 407 ; and Ep. 406, with its repudiation of Erasmus' self-imputed * inhumani- 
tas'(cf.l. T here), may well be the letter to which Erasmus had not time to 
reply. For dating it in March r51:5 the reasons are less cogent. 

Boniface Amorbach (rir Oct. 1495—5 April 1562) was the third son of the 
printer (p. 29). After some months as a private pupil of Conrad Leontorius 
in the Engenthal near Basle, he was sent in the summer of 1507 to Schlettstadt, 
where he was under Gebwiler and Sapidus (cf. EH RR. xxii. 743,4 and Basle MS. 
G. II. 30. 178. g). In the summer of 15o9 he matriculated at Basle, and as an 
inmate of his father's house enjoyed intercourse with the scholars who were 
occupied in the production of Jerome. He was M.A. in Jan. 1513 ; and in 1514 
went to study law under Zasius at Freiburg, matriculating on r6 Sept. He 
inherited a share in his father's press (cf. p. 211); but his interest was in law, 
and he remained with Zasius, to whom he had become strongly attached, till 
1519. In May r52o he went to Avignon, where Alciati was lecturing, and 
worked there until 1524, with an interval, May 1521—May r522, when he was 
driven back to Basle by the plague. In Aug. 1524 he received a leeturership 
at Freiburg, but in Nov. was recalled to Basle to sueceed Claudius Cantiuneula 
as Professor of Law. After taking his Doctor's degree at Avignon in Feb. r 525, 
he entered upon his offiee; and the remainder of his life was spent at Basle in 
discharge of his professorial duties and in practice as a lawyer of repute. 

He was one of Erasmus' most trusted friends in later years and served as 
executor of his will. His collections of M$. letters and papers, the celebrated 
Amorbachiana, were bought by the town of Basle and are now in the University 
Library ; together with the elaborate accounts (C. VII. 19) of his administration 
of Erasmus' trusts. They form a rich store of material for the literary history 
of his time, and for the transactions of the Amorbach and Froben presses. In 
his book of Horae (AN. VI. 36) he has recorded many personal and family dates : 
that for his death is given in the University Register (AN. II. 3, f. 196 v?).

27. Stabius] John Stab (11 Jan. 1522) 
of Steyer in Upper Austria, after 
studying at Sehlettstadt and Ingol- 
stadt, became Professor of Mathematics 
at Vienna in 1497. In r50o2 Celtis 
erowned him as poet laureate. From 
1503 onwards he was historian to 
Maximilian, who engaged him to write 
& history of Austria (not completed) 
and to make researches into the 
"Hapsburg genealogy. He used the 
opportunities thus given to search for 
MSS. (cf. BRE. 24 and SE. 126) ; but 
his principal achievements were in 
the field of mathematics. In r51i5 he 
published with Dürer a map of the 
world.

Another sister, Clara (1478-1533), 
entered the convent in i494; and 
in rsr3 two daughters of Willibald, 
Catharine (11563) and Crescentia. To

Sententiae morales, Nuremberg, Peyp, oc. 
Dec. 1516 (?), and she is associated in 
the dedication of Fulgentius. She 
sueceeded Charitas as Abbess, but died 
after seventeen weeks of office; and 
was succeeded by her niece Catharine 
(Hófler, op. cit., Anhang).

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Not many indications are available as to Erasmus' journey. After turning 
back at Kaisersberg (Ep. 412. 3) he probably touched the Rhine again at 
Strasburg. He passed through Spires (Ep. 563. 31), Mainz (Ep. 413. 16), 
and Cologne (Ep. 412. 7; cf. Ep. 440. 14 n.) and arrived at Antwerp on 
3o May; the journey having occupied at the most seventeen days. From 
Antwerp he went to Brussels and thence to St. Omer. 

John Le Sauvage (1455—7 June 1518), Lord of Schaubeke, was & powerful 
offieial who against the wishes of Maximilian and Margaret succeeded in 
aceumulating many offices. He was already President of the Council of 
Flanders in 1506; on 24 June r508 he was made President of the Privy 
Couneil, and in 1509 Chancellor of Brabant. In i513 he was compelled to 
resign the Presidency of the Privy Council, but on 17 Jan. 1515 was appointed 
Chancellor of Burgundy, and in 1516 Chancellor of Castile. He accompanied 
Charles to Spain in 1517 and died at Saragossa. Forsome of his many embassies 
see Rymer xiii. Erasmus found him a liberal patron (cf. Ep. 436) and dedi- 
cated to him a new edition of the Institutio Principis Christiani (Ep. 393) in 
1518, just after his death ; but later in life was inclined to grumble at 
Le Sauvage's treatment of him (OE. p. 20r). See Leglay, Correspondamce de 
Maximilian I et de Marguerite d' Autriche; Henne; de Reiffenberg, p. 296; and 
Brewer. Sweert, Athen. Belg. p. 475, gives the inscription put up to his memory 
in St. Gudule's at Brussels.)

[Rimaclus or Remaclus (r480-1524) was a native of Florennes in the 
Ardennes. In the preface to his Amores, Paris, J. Badius, r5 March 15:3, 
he states that his father placed him in the household of John de Hoerne, 
Bp. of Liége, and that on his patron's death, r9 Dec. 1505, he began to study 
Jaw. 'l'his was probably at Cologne, where he published a volume of Epigrammata, 
3o Nov. 1507, and contributed verses to Ortuin Gratius' Orationes Quodlibetice, 
Cologne, H. de Nuscia, 1508; and where he was a friend of Cochlaeus (LB. 
App. 348). Subsequently he was servant, first to Louis Vaca, tutor to Prince 
Charles, then to Aloysius Marlianus (1l. 8 n.) ; and finally to Aloysius Bontianus, 
a member of the Council of Brabant, whom he accompanied on an embassy to 
Seotland. In Jan. rsr2 he was teaching in a school in London ; see the preface 
to his Palwmedes, Paris, G. Gourmont, s.à., à prose drama dedicated with some 
Sacred poems to his patron Peter Griphus (Ep. 243. 60n.). Jerome Busleiden 
in a letter (p. 139 of the MS. from which Ep. 244^ is taken ; printed by Neve 
in .Annuaire de Üumniv. cath. de Lowvain, 1874, p. 407) speaks of him as deserting 
à pupil and going to Franee ; perhaps for the publieation of the A4mores. Before 
they appeared Bontianus had procured him a secretaryship in Prince Charles? 
household (ef. Gachard ii. 494; the description of him in the index to H as 
*a saecris' is probably incorrect); and in that capacity he was present at the 
Diet of Worms in r52r (Rivier, Ci. Chansonnette, p. 31). In the A4cía Academiae

John Froben (e. 1460—Oct. fin. 1527) of Hammelburg in Franconia, after 
studying at Basle University, became a citizen in 1490 and began printing ; his 
first book, the Biblia integra, being published on 27 June 1491. About r496 he 
joined his countryman, John Petri ; and in 1500 John Amorbach (Ep. 309. 9 n.), 
acquiring the house (zum Sessel?, near St. Peter's Church, in 1507. After 
Amorbach's death Froben took over his press, in conjunction with the young 
Amorbachs ; and completed the great edition of Jerome in 1516. "The connexion 
with Erasmus, however promoted (ef. Ep. 283. 162 n.), had great consequences 
for both. On Froben's death Erasmus published a regretful testimony to his 
friend (Lond, xxiii. 9, LB. 922). See Stockmeyer and Reber, Basler Buchdrucker- 
gesch., with a list of books printed by Froben; Heitz and Bernoulli, Basler 
Büchermarken, 1895, p. xx ; Proctor, and ADB.]

29,30.) ; but for the following reasons 1516 
must be correct. A rough draft of this letter occurs on the verso of Ep. 464 (8), 
itself a rough draft; so that thetwo are probably near one another in date. The 
decision to reject the Cantica Canticorum (Ep. 419. 10-2; cf. the note on f*. 4* y? 
inthe index appended to vol. i of Jerome) implies that vol. ii, containing the Vevó- 
enitpaQa, was still unfinished at that date. Moreover, Epp. 419. 17,8 and 460. 1 
show that there were hopes of Erasmus' return to Basle in 1516; cf. Ep. 412. 57.

[The year-date given in the manuscript may be accepted ; for Alard's transla- 
tion (ll. 32, 3) was probably made from the Greek text of the poem as first pub- 
lished in Erasmus' Lucubrationes, Sept. 1515, and the letter is copied by Hand A : 
so that only 1516 and 1517 are possible. 

Alard of Amsterdam (f 1544), a kinsman of Meynard Mann (Ep. 304. 16r n.), 
was perhaps born c. 1494 ; for in the preface toa Panegyric on Charles v, printed 
in his Parasceue ad Sacrosanctum Synaxin, Cologne, P. Quentell, 1532, f*. Z6, he 
Seems to mean to describe himself as aged about 20 at the time of Charles! 
inauguration at Louvain on 24 Jan. 1515. He was probably aequainted in his 
youth with Wm. Herman (Ep. 33 introd.); for the Epistola Corn. Croci (v. infra) 
contains an epitaph on Herman by him. As quite à young man he taught 
under Bartholomew of Cologne (Ep. 23. 67 n.), perhaps c. 1512, at Alemar, where 
Peter Nannius was his pupil (Agric.? p. 171 and f*. A? v^, By rs5r4 he had 
settled at Louvain, where he was instrumental in securing the publication of 
Agricola's De inwentione dialectica (Ep. 336. x n.)J. He continued there, engaged 
in teaching and in literary work ; and many books of the period have verses and 
prefaces (cf. Ep. 78 introd.) by him. But he was not a member of the University ; 
for on 8 March 1519 when he was proposing to lecture on a book of Erasmus, he 
was prohibited on that ground (Néve, pp. 134,5 ; cf. Ep. 329 introd.). He became 
intimate with Erasmus, who dedicated to him the letter of Eucherius to Valerian 
appended to Martens' 1517 edition of Cato (Ep. 298); ef. also the Apologia qua 
respondet inuectiwis Lei, f?. C? v^, Jortin ii. 507. 

He had long cherished the desire to publish a collected edition of Agricola's 
works; and the preface, dated 3: Dec. 1:522, to his Passio... Iesw Christi, 
Amsterdam, Dodo Petrus, 2 April 1523, shows him at work upon masses of papers 
lent to him by Pompeius Oeco (Ep. 485. 30 n.). In 1528 he was negotiating 
with publishers; but the edition was not achieved until 1539, after tedious 
sojourns at Cologne (Agrie.? tom. pr., p. 458). He wasopposed to the Reformation ; 
and in his later years published many devotional books directed against heresy. 

There are two contemporary woodeuts of him ; one, dated 1532, in Epistola Cor- 
nelii Croci, Cologne, Melchior Nouesiensis, Dec. 1531, f?. G3. v?, reprinted in the 
Parasceue,f?.

(cf. l. 3 n.) ; and that in pleasure at finding Dorp's opinions changed on some 
of the subjects which they had debated in their correspondence of 1514-15 (ef. 
Ep. 304. 92 n.) he wrote this note for Paludanus to carry back to Louvain ; having 
previously spoken of the matter to Tunstall, who was in Brussels at the time 
(Brewer ii.2150). We should thus have evidence of the temporary reconcilia- 
tion alluded to in Ep. 474. 18; and also it is perhaps more likely that Erasmus 
should have written to Dorp in 1516, when he was not going to Louvain, than 
in 1517, when he was on his way thither. 

In favour of 1517 it might be suggested that Erasmus passed through Brussels 
on his way from Ghent (p. 165) to Louvain (LB. App. 241); that the meeting 
with Paludanus had oecurred at some time previously (subsequent intercourse 
is mentioned in LB. App. 241) ; that Erasmus had spoken of Dorp to Tunstall 
during their continued association at Ghent and Bruges (cf. LB. App. 241) ; and 
that the letter was sent in advance of his coming, as an expression of good will. 
For 1517, too, it is possible to suppose that, as in 1513 (cf. p. 11), Dorp delivered 
this oration at the opening of the winter session on 1 Oct., just three years before 
his preface.

The MS. forms part of a collection of letters made by John Henry Ott of 
Zurich (1617-82), and now in the possession of his descendant Major-General 
E. Renouard James of London. For Ott, who was Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History at Geneva, see Genealogical Notes of the family of James of Austin-Friars, by 
E. R. James, 1898; the geographieal work and maps by Glareanus included 
in the same volume are discussed by E. Heawood in the Geographical Journal, 
xxv (1905), pp. 647-54, and E. R. James in the Hoyal Engineers! Jowrnal, Sept. 
1908. 

The letter is clearly contemporary with Ep.439. The date at the foot perhaps 
indicates the time of arrival in Basle. 

Henry Loriti (June 1488—27 March 1563) was born at Mollis in canton 
Glarus. After schooling under Michael Rubell at Rottweilin S. Würtemberg, 
he matriculated at Cologne 5 June 1506, where he was a pupil of Herm. Busch 
and John Caesarius. He was M.A. 1x1 March 1510; and on 25 Aug. 1512 received 
the poet's laurel from Maximilian. As a supporter of Reuchlin he withdrew 
from Cologne in 1514, and in May matrieulated at Basle. Here for a time he 
worked with Froben; but after a visit to Pavia in 1515 he opened an academy 
at Basle, in which he presided over thirty boarders and wrote numerous little 
books for their instruetion. In 1516 Erasmus recommended him for an appoint- 
ment at Ingolstadt (Ep. 294); &nd in 1517 gave him further support (Ep. 529) 
" when he went to Paris with the promise of a royal stipend. He carried on 
his academy there, many of his pupils having followed him ; but the migration 
was not altogether a success, and in 1522 he returned to Basle. In the Reforma- 
tion he could not follow his friends Zwingli and Myconius, and accordingly

retired to Freiburg, 20 Feb. 1529. (He received a lecturership in Poetry, 
25 Feb. 1529, and still maintained his aeademy; but this period of his life 
is notable rather for a number of editions of Roman historians and poets, 
and also for an original work on musie, Dodecachordon, 1547, in which he 
gives sketches of the musicians of his time. His theatrical temperament was 
somewhat distasteful to Erasmus; and their relations, though friendly, were 
not always cordial. His library ultimately found its way to Munich; many 
of his letters are preserved in the Staatsarchiv at Zurich. See lives by Schreiber, 
1837, and O. F. Fritzsche, 1890; Zw.

[Erasmus! movements at this time cannot be traced closely. He was now 
preparing to start for England (l. 24), and he presumably crossed shortly 
afterwards. Of the friends and patrons whom he desired to see many were 
away from London, Fisher in partieular being at Cambridge (Ep. 432. 2 n.). 
After waiting several days in London, Erasmus was on the point of following 
Fisher to the University when news came of the Bishop's return (Ep. 512. 25-8). 
The time in London had been spent in the final composition of the appeal 
to Rome (cf. Ep. 447 introd.), which was one of the main purposes of this visit 
io England. "That done and committed to Ammonius, he aecompanied Fisher 
to Rochester for ten days (cf. Ep. 456 introd.) and then set out on his return 
journey; reaching Calais about 27 Aug.  Thence he hastened to Brussels 
(Ep. 467. 4), doubtless to visit the Chancellor and make his Courtray prebend 
secure ; and shortly afterwards to Antwerp, where he stayed for a month with 
Gilles. His intention on leaving England had been to settle at Louvain (cf. 
Epp. 465. 3 and 468. 14); but the auspices were not favourable, and he pre- 
ferred to spend the winter between Brussels and Antwerp. 

Valerius Andreas' statement (Fasii acad. Lowan. p. 85) that he matriculated 
at Louvain on 3r Aug. 1516 as doctor bullatus' eannot be correct. In view 
of Lond. xxx. 23, LB. 274 it is probably to be referred to the following year.]

Hermann (1492—20 Oct. 1530) Count of Neuenahr (de Noua Aquila, Neaetius), 
a few miles west of the Rhine, matriculated at Cologne r4 Nov. 1504, and was 
a pupil of John Caesarius, with whom he went to Italy in 1508-10. He was 
Canon of Cologne even before he entered the University, and in virtue of his 
rank received abundant preferment, becoming also Canon of Liége, Provost 
of Aachen, Provost of Cologne, and in 1:524 Chancellor of that University. 
In 151; he was lecturing at Cologne in Greek and Hebrew (LB. App. 21o). 
In 1518 Erasmus visited him at Bedburg, a lordship which he owned 16 miles 
west of Cologne. In April 1519 he made a journey to Rome (BRE. 103), returning 
in June (Basle MS. D. IV. 18. 306). At the end of 1527 he returned from a visit 
to Spain (Lond. xix. 59, LB. 925). He died at Augsburg of an illness con- 
tracted during the Diet. His sympathies were with the Renaissance, and the 
appreciation of his support is shown by the number of books dedicated to him. 
His own works are a letter in defence of Erasmus printed in Erv.; an essay 
on the origin of the Franks in his edition of Eginhard's Vita Karoli Magni, 
dedieated to Charles v, Cologne, Soter, 1521; a letter De febri swdatoria, ibid., 
Oct. 1529 ; and some notes on herbs contributed, with a preface dated Cologne 
16 Dec. 1529, to vol. ii of an Herbarium edited by Otho Brunfels, Strasburg, Schott, 
14 Feb. 1532. See ADB.]

Peter Barbier went as a chaplain with Philip's expedition to Spain in r5or 
(Gachard i. 345, 6 and 369). In i515 he was chaplain to Prince Charles' council 
(Gachard ii. 494). At the date of this letter he was chaplain to the Chancellor, 
Le Sauvage, and in r5r7 accompanied him to Spain in attendance upon the 
King; being also a member of Charles! Grand Council (Gachard ii. 509) and 
holding some preferment in the Indies (Epp. 476 and 532). After Le Sauvage's 
death Barbier remained in Spain, and found his way into the household of 
Adrian of Utrecht; and on Adrian's elevation to the Papacy, followed him 
io Italy. Whilst there (EE. 141) he began his struggle to secure the Deanery 
of Tournay, in which he was ultimately suecessful In r525 he was still in 
Italy (Omont, Journal d'.Aléandre, p. 45). In 1526 Erasmus wrote to him in 
Spain, but by 1529 he had settled at Tournay (EE. 116), and is said (GC. iii. 251) 
to have been already Dean. He was still living in 1535 (Al. E. ii. 140) and, 
according to GC., in i551. His relations with Erasmus over this Courtray

447. "To LAMBERTUS GRUNNIUS. 


Opus Epistolarum p. 982. (London.)

[The cireumstances of the composition of this letter have been fully discussed 
by Erasmus' biographers and commentators. In form it is an appeal addressed 
to a papal secretary for communication to the Pope, on behalf of a young man 
in whom the writer is interested : and it is followed by a reply in which papal 
favour for the application is graciously conveyed. From what is known of 
Erasmus' life, it is quite evident that he himself is the suppliant, Florentius, 
and that Antonius is his brother Peter; and as the letter is included in H there 
ean be no doubt as to its authorship. Though it was published without a date 
and not till long afterwards, there is ample evidence to show that it aecom- 
panied an appeal which Erasmus made to Rome in r516-:7; ihe first trace 
of which is in Ep. 446, the last in Epp. 566,7. The dispensations granted 
as the result of the application are Epp. 517,18; and Erasmus' concern in the 
matter and desire for its speedy dispatch are shown in Epp.451-3, 475, 478, 479; 
483, 498, 505, 539, 551, 552 : cf. also Epp. 412. 28-31, 421. 5, 423. 50. 

The key to the purpose of the appealis given by the dispensations. The first 
(Ep. 517) is addressed to Ammonius, and absolves some person unnamed from 
definite breaches of ecclesiasticallaw committed by him in regard to the wearing 
of his canon's dress, at the same time relaxing his obligations in the matter for 
the future, and allowing him to live in the world; and it also concedes the 
power to hold ecclesiastieal benefices, in spite of any disqualifieations arising 
from illegitimacy of birth. "The second (Ep. 518) is addressed to Erasmus, 
and after granting general absolution (without reference either to dress or 
illegitimacy) empowers him to hold eeclesiastical benefices of a certain value 
and character. The dates in both cases are the same; and the anonymity 
of Ep. 517 is dissolved by Ammonius' subscription, in which Erasmus is 
mentioned by name. 

It is clear from Ep. 518 that one of Erasmus' desires was to be able to accept 
benefices such as were now being offered to him. But Ep. 517 reveals that 
he was aware of certain disabling conditions in his birth (ef. Ep. 517. 7 n.); 
and that of these he wished to say as little as possible. "These two desires 
were conflicting, and could only be satisfied by two dispensations, such as 
he actually received ; one in general form, which he might be authorized to 
employ without laying himself open to a charge of concealment, the other 
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to absolve him expressly from his disqualifieations, for use in case objections 
should be raised which might make it impossible for him to hold his peace. 

The course of events may therefore be explained in the following way : that 
when he was about to receive his Courtray prebend (Ep. 436) and had a hope 
of further preferment (Ep. 475. 4 n.), it was once more (ef. Ep. 517. 7 n.) 
necessary for him to get the bar of illegitimacy removed—a bar which for 
some years past, as his consequence and reputation increased, he. may well 
have been endeavouring to conceal; that accordingly, as the possibility of 
answering Ep. 338 offered a suitable opportunity, he determined to appeal 
to Rome, and with the approval of Ammonius submitted a double application 
on the lines indieated above; and that at the same time he applied to have 
a dispensation received from Julius in the matter of dress (cf. ll. 540-4 and 
Ep. 296. 186-9; also 1v. 131-41 and nn.) ratified or renewed by Leo. 

But none of these motives is quite adequate to explain the intense anxiety 
whieh his letters show to have the matter safely concluded. The fear of 
losing the long-desired independence and leisure which the offered preferment 
seemed to be holding out before him is hardly enough to account for the 
vehemenee of his language; though Epp. 475. 1o, 476. 16,7, and 5r9. 6 show 
that simultaneous applieation was made on his behalf from Charles' chancery, 
and therefore that the Courtray prebend and the bishoprie were matters of 
importance in the appeal. Vischer is probably right, too, in thinking that he 
had overstepped in some way the limits of the dispensation given by Julius. 
His attempt to resume his proper dress on returning to England, as described 
in Ep. 296. ror seq., suggests that Julius' dispensation had originally been for 
Italy only; and the negotiation discussed in Ep. 226. ro n. may have been an 
unsuccessful endeavour to get the dispensation extended. Any transgression 
in the matter would render him liable to penalties concerning which he might 
well have been anxious. But for the true explanation of his eager longing for 
safety I incline to the supposition which Vischer dismisses, namely that an 
attempt was being made, after his refusal of Servatius' persuasions (Ep. 296), 
to compel him to return to Steyn; than which no prospect could have seemed 
to him more appalling. 

The chronology of the appeal may be arranged as follows. In July 1:516 
Erasmus wrote Ep. 446 in deference to suggestions made to him in Brussels 
(ef. Epp. 438 introd. and 446. 16 n.), but took it with him to London, in order 
to consult with Ammonius as to the method to be followed. The language 
of Ep. 446. 34 seq. implies that it was aeeompanied by another and larger 
applieation; which may be taken to be the letter to the Pope referred to in 
Epp. 451. 8, 9 and 452. rz: and Ammonius' deseription of this in Ep. 453. 13 
as à commentum? makes it easy to identify this larger composition with 
Ep. 447. As a result of their deliberations Ammonius forwarded to Rome 
in September a packet containing Epp. 446, 447, and 466 ; and after some delay 
an answer came through Gigli, who enclosed a suggested draft for the dispensa- 
tion to be given (Epp. 498. 9 and 505. 4, 5). On the return of this to Rome 
with suggestions made by Erasmus (ef. Ep. 552. 3, 4), the diplomas were 
prepared at the end of January and dispatched from Rome about o9 Feb., 
reaching Erasmus about the middle of March (Ep. 552) and enjoining him 
to go to England for the completion of the ceremony (ef. Ep. 566 introd.). 
After the receipt of the dispensations the matter disappears from his corre- 
spondence; perhaps in consequence of the fact that Ep. 552 is the last letter 
to his confidant Ammonius which has survived ; but more probably because his 
desires were now satisfied. 

In some points it seems clear that this letter, as we now have it, is not in 
its originalform.  Vischer is perhaps right in maintaining that the concessions 
asked for and granted here are wider than those conveyed in Epp. 517, 18, though 
the liberty granted in the former amounts practically to a release from canonical 
vows; certainly, as he points out, the readiness of Grunnius' reply is quite 
at variance with the long delay actually experienced. Mr. Nichols shows that 
the name of Grunnius may be taken as a figment; and there is reason to 
believe that the passages about Dominiean and Franciscan atrocities could 
not in point of time have been written in rsr6. It is possible also that the 
letter may have been written in Ammonius? name, since Ep. 517, which is 
the actual response to it, is addressed to-him ; ef. also Ep. 483.20 n. Itherefore 
regard Grunnius' reply as fictitious, and have not treated it as a separate letter. 
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Dr. Reich differs from Vischer's conclusions and maintains the authenticity 
of Grunnius with ingenuity ; thus finding further support for the idea that 
the letter was written in the name of Ammonius, whom he eonjectures to 
have added the opening and final passages. But in view of Mr. Nichols' 
arguments he is not convincing. He also dates the letter to Grunnius in 
December and the reply in J. anuary. But this is to overlook the * commentum ' 
of Ep. 453. 13; and with such a date he should have offered some explana- 
tion why so diffuse a statement of the cireumstances should have been sent 
when the negotiations were almost concluded, instead of at the beginning.

In r520 he was 
appointed administrator of the see of 
Catania. 

In the course of his diplomatie 
movemenis he had several meetings 
with Erasmus, who wrote the Para- 
phrase of St. Matthew at his suggestion 
and dedicated to him the Paraphrases 
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in conuiuio multis audientibus nominatim commemorauit vicum, 
personas et monasterium, in quo viuum adolescentem defoderant 
Dominieani, quod pater eques filium furtim eo pertractum minis

The date of his death given above 
is from Sanuto; and though it differs 
by a few days from those given by 
Ciaconius, Gams, and NBG., Brewer 
ii. 2632 and 2771 show that there 
can be no doubt as to its substantial 
accuracy. It is therefore surprising 
to find Erasmus writing to him as 


late as r9 Jan. rs24 (Lond. xx. 39, 
LB. 667). The contents of the letter, 
which appears first in H, make its 
date incontestable; nor can the address 
be doubted, since Sehinner's offer of 
à salary of 5oo ducats is mentioned 
also in Lond. xix. 112, xx. 40, xxiii. 6, 
LB. 629, 644, 65o. On the other hand 
itis extremely difficult to suppose that 
in 1524 Erasmus was still ignorant of 
the Cardinal's death.

[This poem, which is Melanchthon's first communication with Erasmus, may 
be ineluded in this volume on the ground that its signature gives it something 
of the nature of a letter ; and also because itis found in the Deventer letter-book. 
The copy there, made by Hand A, is inaccurate in many ways : and I have there- 
fore given precedence to the text printed in Erasmus' Epigrammata, Basle, 
Froben, March 1518. I have disregarded Hand A's practice of writing i some- 
times for v ; and insome cases where both sourees agree in an irregularity, I have 
allowed it tostand unaltered. Kan'sreading of the manuscript, accompanied by 
& 'lectio emendata', Erasmiani Gymnasii Programma, 1886, p. r, reprinted by 
Hartfelder, Melanchthoniana Paedagogica, 1892, pp. 159,60, is not always correct. 

The poem was forwarded to Erasmus through Beatus Rhenanus (Ep. 556 /in.). 

Philip Schwarzerd (16 Feb. 1497— 19 April 1560) of Bretten, north of Pforzheim, 
was a great-nephew of Reuchlin, who devised the Greek form of his name, 
"Melanchthon, and gave him great encouragement to study. He matriculated at 
Heidelberg 13 October r509, and was B.A. rir June rsrr. In Sept. r5r2 he 
migrated to Tübingen, and was M.A. 25 Jan. 1514 ; after whieh he worked for 
Anshelm till 1516, contributing a preface to the Clarorum Virorum Epistolae ad Ioan- 
«em Reuchlin, March 1514 (ME. 1), and taking a considerable part in the posthu- 
mous edition of Nauclerus' Chronicle (Ep. 397; cf. Steiff, pp. 22,3 and r3o,r). 
Erasmus praised him highly in the Nowwm Instrumentum (ii. p. 555) ; and in 1516 
proposed that he should go to Cambridge (Ep. 457. 55) ; but nothing came of the 
suggestion, and in Aug. 15318 he went as Professor of Greek to Wittenberg, where 
his teaching was much appreciated (cf. EH R. xxii. 746). He was in sympathy 
with the new ideas and was much influenced by Erasmus' New Testament; and 
he took partieular interest in Greek, publishing Institutiones Grammaticae Graecae, 
Hagenau, Anshelm, May 1:51:18. But under contaet with Luther he passed 
further and further away from Erasmus' position, though the breach between 
them never became wide.]

[The date of this letter cannot be determined with certainty. It plainly refers. 
to Snoy's De rebus Batawicis libri xiii (Ep. 190. 10 n.); in which the history of 
Holland is earried to 1519 and there are two prefaces addressed to the reader, 
prefixed to Books i and v, but this letter to Erasmus does not occur. 

Snoy's composition is alludedto in Corn. Gerard's Elucidarium, 1586, p. 5o (Ep. 17 
introd.) as ^elaboratissimae Batauorum comitum et pontificum historiae'. As 
that was written in I514-r5, it is plain that Snoy's thirteen books cannot have 
been then completed ; and also that this letter, which speaks of only five books, 
cannot have been intended for a preface. It perhaps accompanied a copy of the 
first part of the work, presented to Erasmus. 

Wm. Herman's *de comitibus Hollandiae fragmenta ' (cf. 1. 12) are mentioned 
also in the preface to Book v in Cool's edition, but with the statement that 
Herman was then dead. "The omission of this fact here does not, however, con- 
stitute an argument for placing the letter before r510, since Herman is also 
spoken of in the Silua Carminum (Ep. 190. 10 n.) without any indication that he 
was not then alive. 

The composition of the Deventer letter-book (App. 8) gives a strong presump- 
tion against the early date assigned by Dr. Richter and Mr. Nichols; since 
the range of the letters copied there by this hand (A) is, except for English 
letters, 1514-17, and there is considerable probability that undated letters belong 
to the years 1516-17. I have placed this conjecturally in 1516, on the ground 
that in that year Erasmus was preparing to settle in the Netherlands and that 
Snoy may have taken the opportunity to renew their former acquaintance.]

Wolfgang Faber, or Fabricius, Kópfel (Capito) of Hagenau (1478 ?-1541) was 
incorporated at Freiburg in Feb. 1505 as B.A. of Ingolstadt,and was M.A. 1506, 
B.D. 15ro, D.D. 15:2. He then went as preacher to the Benedictine abbey 
of Bruchsal, where his religious opinions were already advanced (OPR. pp. 42,3 
And 185-7). In March r5:3 he migrated to Basle (CPR. p. 43) and in 1515 was 
appointed cathedral preacher (see his preface to an edition of Cliethove's Eluci- 
datoriwm ecclesiasticum, Basle, Froben, Aug. 1517). Healsoentered the University, 
becoming Reetor May-Oct. 1517 and Dean of the Theologieal Faeulty 1518—19. 
He published an Institutiuncula for Hebrew in Pellican's Psalter, Basle, Froben, 
1516, expanded later into a grammar (Ep. 556. 26 n.) ; but the projected lexicon 
(1l. 163) was not completed. Erasmus received support from him for the New 
Testament (cf. Ep. 456. 169), and had a high opinion of his attainments in 
Hebrew (Ep.413. 13). After some negotiations (cf. his preface to Chrysostom's 
Paraenesis prior, Basle, Froben, Nov. 1519, dedicated to Abp. Albert) he went to 
Mainz in 1520 as cathedral preacher and Chancellor to the Abp. (see a study by 
P. Kalkoff, 1907) ; but in 1523 he declared for the Reformation and withdrew to 
Strasburg, where he had held the Provostship of St. Thomas' since 1521. His 
views agreed with those of Bucer, and together they framed the Confessio 
Tetrapolitana of 153o. He also took part in the Synod of Bern 1:532, and the 
Wittenberg Concordia 1536.

[An autograph in the Bibliotheque Nationale, acquired, as M. Omont kindly 
informs me, in May 1:882. It evidently belonged at one time to the Basle 
University Library and formed part of the series of documents about Erasmus' 
-dispensation from the Pope which is still preserved there and which now com- 
menees with Epp. 466 and 498. For like the latter it is endorsed * Manus 
Andreae Ammonii' by Erasmus' own hand; and also a eopy of it is found 
in a collection of letters still in the Basle Library (G?. II. 67), which are all 
written by one xviii? hand, and are for the most part copies of just these same 
letters about the dispensation and of others of which the originals are still kept 
together at Basle. 

Iiis well known that in Dec. 1841 a number of autographs were exchanged 
-out of the Basle Library for others which it was desired to acquire. The same 
collection of copies, G.? IT. 67, includes two letters of which the autographs are 
now in the collection bequeathed by M. Labouchére (cf. Ep. 537 introd.) to the 
Departmental Library at Nantes, and one of which I have not yet been able to 
trace the original. The Labouchére collection also possesses Boniface Amerbach's 
autograph of the Sententia Arbitrorwum (LB. App. 346 fin.), which was purchased at 
the Sueci sale in May 1869; and of which a copy (by Buxtorf) is preserved 
at Basle. It therefore seems clear that these four letters copied in G.* IT. 67 
and the Sententia passed out of the Basle Library with the others in 1841. 

Before parting with the autographs the Regents responsible for the exchange 
had them copied, inadequately, by Buxtorf, who was then Librarian. "The fact 
that two out of these four letters in G.? II. '67 were not recopied (that any were 
recopied was perhaps an oversight, for the collection is large) in 184r 'ex 
decreto Regentium *, suggests that the collection was then known to the authori- 
ties of the Library ; by 1876, when Vischer printed his Erasmiana, its existence 
must have been forgotten, since he omits to print this letter, which is of interest 
and importance in the series he discusses. It was first printed by E. G. Ledos 
in the Revue des Bibliothéques, 1897, p. 169, from the original. ]

Gerard Geldenhauer of Nymegen (c. 1482—10 Jan. 1542) was educated at 
Deventer under Hegius and Ostendorp (Ep. 23. 56n. and 67 n.). He is next 
found at Louvain, whence on 28 Feb, 1514 he dates a letter de sitw Zelandiae 
which is printed in Dorp's Dialogue (p. rit). He had a hand in many of 
Martens' books, including Rud. Agricola's De inwentione dialectica (Ep. 336. 
r n.), and also composed a volume of Safyrae, 13 June r5rs5 (a), and a Pompa 
Exequiarum ... Ferdonandi, 3 Apr. 1516 (b). The preface to the Pompa is dated 
from Brussels and shows that he had then become chaplain to Prince Charles, 
and had some tie with Philip of Burgundy, Admiral of the sea. "When Philip 
was made Bp. of Utrecht in 1517, Geldenhauer became his secretary. During 
this period he composed a narrative (c) of Philip's entry into Utrecht, c. 25 May 
1517, and a treatise De Baiaworum insula, 19 Sept. 1520 ; and c. 24 Jan. 1517 was 
erowned poet laureate by Maximilian at Tirlemont. On Philip's death, 7 Apr. 
1524, he entered the service of Maximilian of Burgundy, Abbot of Middelburg, 
who in Sept. 1525 sent him on a mission to Wittenberg ; see his Itinerariwn (d). 
Shortly after this he definitely went over to the Reformers, After marrying in 
1527, he settled as à private teacher at Strasburg; whence in 1531 he moved to 
Augsburg, to be rector of à school. In 1:532 he was appointed Professor of 
History at Marburg; and there he remained till his death, taking an active 
part in the development of the Reformation. His most important works in 
this period are a life of Philip of Burgundy, Strasburg, Chr. Aegenolph, 
Mareh 1529 (e); and an Institutio Scholae Ohristianae, Frankfort, Chr. Aegenolph, 
Sept. 1534. 

Unul 520, and probably later, he was on very friendly terms with Erasmus; 
but in 1529 there was an estrangement between them, because he published 
at Strasburg some excerpts from Erasmus' writings acccmpanied by some 
* Evangelical! letters of his own (f). By Sept. 1536, however, when Geldenhauer 
contributed lives of Agricola and Wessel to Fichard's Vitae illustrium virorum, no 
trace of ill feeling remains.

His writings include a Latin 
grammar, first published at Salamanea 
in 1485 ; à Latin-Spanish and Spanish- 
Latin lexicon, ibid. 1492 and s. a. ; edi- 
tions of Pomponius Mela, ibid. 1498, 
Persius, Seville, c. 1504, Sedulius, Sala- 
manca, 1510, P. Martyr Anglerius, De 
orbe nouo, Seville rsrr, Prudentius, 
Logroino, 1512; and three Quinquagenae 
of eritical notes on Scripture, ? 1514-16. 
About 1509 he was appointed historio- 
grapherto Ferdinand ; but his work in 
this office was not printed until 1545.

Louis Ber (24 May 1479—24 Apr. 1554) was born at Basle, and in his youth 
lived opposite John Amorbach, from whom he received much kindness. His 
university education was obtained in Paris, where he became B.A. r497-8, 
M.A. r499. In r50o he entered the Sorbonne, and became a Fellow in r504. 
He continued to study theology, living in the College of St. Barbara, and in the 
examination for the Doctor's Degree in 1512 he stood first (cf. Epp. 305. 199 and 
413. I1n.), After that success he returned to Basle and was incorporated in 
the University 1512-13, entered the Theological Faculty 27 Aug. 1513, was Dean 
of it 1514-15, and Rector of the University r514 and 1520. From the Bishop, 
Christopher of Utenheim, with whom he was much in sympathy, he received 
the Provostship of St. Peter's Church in Basle; but in a stronger degree than 
his patron he was opposed to the Reformation, and did what he could to prevent 
the printing of Lutheran books in Basle. In consequence of the triumph of 
reform he withdrew in January 1529 to Freiburg, where the remainder of his 
life was spent. In June r530 (Jünig p. 45) and again in June 1535 he visited 
Rome. A treatise De praeparatione ad. mortem, Basle, Jo. Oporinus, Nov. rsSs5r 
(2nd edit.), seems to be his only published work. It contains also a sensible 
Responsio in the form of a letter, dated from Freiburg 23 Feb. 1551, to some one 
who had questioned the propriety of flying before the plague. In BRE. :8 
the form Baípp occurs for his name; but in an autograph letter at Basle he 
signs himself * Ludouicus Ber', and this form occurs also in the Responsio f?, V*. 
The date given above for his death is from the matriculation-register at Basle

Louis Count of Canossa (1476—30 Jan. 1532) was born at Verona ofa good 
family, and was trained in the court of Urbino, where he made the acquaintance 
of Baldassare Castiglione, Being employed on an embassy to Rome, he won the 
favour of Julius rt, who sent him in 1512 as Papal ambassador to France. He 
showed himself a capable diplomatist, especially in negotiating the under- 
standing between England and France in 1:514, and as a reward he was made 
Bishop of Tricarioo ri Jan. r515.  Thenceforward he was employed in the 
interests of France, and received the see of Bayeux Aug. r516 and later an 
annual pension of 4o0oolivres. He was sent on an embassy to Italy 1519-20, 
and from 1523-8 was French ambassador to Venice. IIl health compelled him 
io resign his various offices; and he died in his native land. 

About 6o letters by him are printed in Ziletti's Lettere di Principi, 1581, 
i and ii; and there is a sketch by Manara, Verona, (1845), with ten more 
letters; see also Brewer and GC. xi. 385,6. 

Two of the letters in Ziletti are to Ammonius (i. ff. 17 v* and 18 v? ; Brewer 
ii. 2619 and 262:), dated Nov. and 1 Dee. i516, and deal with this proposal 
made to Erasmus. "The second alludes jestingly to his meeting with Erasmus

LETTERS OF ERASMUS [1516 

Adrian of Baarland, not far from  Borsselen in Zeeland (28 Sept. 1486 
or 7—39o Nov. 1538), was one of the most active of the men of letters at 
Louvain at this period. His first education was at Baarland 'sub modera- 
toribus. After four years at Ghent (l. i n.)—during which he was present 
at the christening of Prince Charles, 7 Mar. 150o—he went to Louvain, where he 
spent four years in the uncongenial study of philosophy. On proceeding M.A. c. 
1507 he devoted himselfto Latinity, and c. 1509 began to support himself by teach- 
ing ; being admitted in 1512 to the College du Porc. He published numerous books 
for the encouragement of Latin studies and the benefit of his pupils; among 
whom was William of Croy. On the foundation of Busleiden's College he was 
appointed Professor of Latin there, and delivered his first lecture on r Sept. 
1518; but within a year he resigned and returned to private teaching, receiving 
the charge c. 1523 of the youthful Charles of Oroy, Abbot of Affighem. On 
4 March 1:525 he succeeded Paludanus (Ep. 180) as Professor of Rhetoric at 
Louvain, an office which he held till his death. 

His letter to John Becar of Borsselen (cf. Ep. 291 introd.) dated 5 Jan. (1520), 
is à brief autobiography. See also Bibliotheca Belgica, 2nd series, where there 1s 
a full bibliography and a very eareful account of his life, correcting in many 
particulars and amplifying the notices in BN and Néve, Renaissance en Belgique, 
pp. 194-7. In opposition to the latter's statement that Barland was married, 
the Bibl. Belgica shows that in 1516 he was in priests orders ; and in the preface 
(1513) to the second edition of Aesop (l. 1 n.) he describes himself as * sacris iam 
initiatus'. Cornelius, his brother, is known only from this source.]

"They were law-students 
together at Orleans c. 1483, and Deloynes subsequently taught there; Pyrrhus 
d'Angleberme (Ep. r40 introd.) being one of his pupils.  Deloynes became 
member ofthe Parliament of Paris in 1500, and thenceeforward resided there. 
In 1522 he was made ' Président aux Enquóétes'. See BE.*

Erasmus, whose aequaintance with him evidently dated from the autumn 
of r5oo, gives him a handsome eulogy in the Apol. adu. debacch. Sutoris (LB. ix. 
188 50.), written in 1525; and states that he still had some of Deloynes' letters 
in his possession. 

A letter to Deloynes from Budaeus is in the Town Library at Bremen 
(Man. a. 8, f. 145) ; and there is one from Longolius in the latter's Orationes et 
Epistolae, Florence, Junta, Dec. 1524 (bk. iv. 5).]

[This and Ep. 5oo are difficult to date securely, but as Ep. 500 repeats a passage 
from this letter, and Ep. 504 repeats some parts of Ep. 5oo, I incline to place 
them all at the end of r516. A possible arrangement is that before Ep. 495 
reached Brussels, Erasmus had received Ep. 496 and had sent off Longicampianus 
to Lister with a letter which Ep. 500 answers; and that then on receipt of 
Ep. 495 Erasmus replied with a letter which is answered by Ep. 504. 

Gerard Lister or Lyster of Rhenen in the province of Utrecht is said to have 
been a pupil of Hegius at Deventer. He studied under Paludanus at Louvain, 
€. 1505, and afterwards at Cologne (RE. 233). Ry Aug. r514 he was studying 
medicine at Basle, and contributed some Greek verses to the title-page of 
Erasmus! translations from Plutareh (Ep. 272). He worked for Froben, cor- 
recting the r515 edition of the .4dagia (Ep. 269) for the press, and also lectured 
on Greek (Basle MS. G. IL 20. 221). In Froben's edition of the Moria, Mareh 
I515, à commentary with a preface to Paludanus was added ; and though it 
appeared in Lister's name, it has frequently been attributed to Erasmus. 
The question of authorship is solved by the following statement by Erasmus 
in an unpublished letter to Bucer, dated 2 March 1:532 (Copenhagen MS. 
G. K. S. 95 Fol, f. 172): * Conuenerat vt Lystrius in (Moriam) adderet scholia. 
Quum ille tantum polliceretur et vrgeret tempus, quo viam illi aperirem, cepi 
quedam annotare paucis ab ipso fusius tractanda, Quum ne (si)e quidem 
prouoecaretur et iam officina flagitaret exemplar, coactus perrexi donec ille 
tandem apponeret manum. Illius ergo quum opus esset ex parte sentiremque 
juuenem hoe ambire gloriae quo facilius emergeret, cuius humanitatis fuisset et 
illum frustrari suo voto et mihi totum vendicare quod aliquanta ex parte erat 
alienum ?* 

In 1516 Lister was appointed rector of the school at Zwolle, and in spite of 
opposition applied himself vigorously to improve education; publishing there 
with S. Corver Erasmus' Sileni e. 1519, some Disticha Moralia in a volume of 
Ant. Mancinelli's verses, Dec. 1519, Commentarioli in dialecticen Petri Hispani, c, Feb, 
1520, and De figuris et tropis, x Nov. 1520. "Whilst at Zwolle he was accused, 
without any just reason, of having poisoned John Murmell (zT 2 Oct. 1517) ; see 
Reichling's J. Mwrmellius, pp. 123seq. He contributed a letter to Ezv. (BRE. 193) ;

12) there is a sign of 
coming reconciliation. 

Dr. Reich and Mr. Nichols regard this as an answer to Ep. 438. But though 
the opening sentences of the two letters are strikingly similar, it seems to me 
that Ep. 438 is so laudatory in tone that, if this were Dorp's answer, his 
aequiescence would be over-complaeent. Paludanus may well have made more 
than one visit to Brussels during Erasmus' sojourn there in 1516-17; and on 
this occasion he seems to have announced that Dorp had retired from his 
attitude of antagonism. The referenee in l. 7 to an expected visit from 
Erasmus is also in favour of a later date (cf. Ep. 509 introd.); whereas there 
is nothing to show that in July his coming might have been anticipated at 
Louvain. ]

[Ihe manuscript date may be aecepted, for the letter is subsequent to the 
publieation of Jerome (Ep. 396) and within the limits of Hand A (App. 8). It 
is amply eorroborated by l. 14 n. Bludau's suggestion (Die beiden ersten Erasmus- 
Ausgaben des Neuen Testaments, 1902, p. 69), that this letter did not reach Erasmus, 
is uhtenable in view of its occurrence in the Deventer Letter-book. The easiest 
explanation of Erasmus' denial in Lond. v. 35, LB. 425, is to suppose that the 
answer to this letter failed to reach Spalatinus, who iherefore wrote again 
(Lond. xi. 23, LB. 278) ; and that when the fact of Spalatinus' second letter 
(not the letter itself; cf. Lond. xi, 24, LB. 450) was brought to Erasmus' notice 
more than two years later, either he had forgotten this previous correspondence, 
or, as is more likely, in saying that he had not heard from Spalatinus he was 
thinking of the recent letter, which had not yet arrived. 

George Burkhard (1482 —- 16 Jun. 1545), of Spalt near Nuremberg, matriculated 
' at Erfurt in 1498, was B.A. there in 1499, and M.A. at Wittenberg in 1502. 
Mutianus' influence obtained for him the post of * praeceptor in the monastery 
of Georgental near Gotha in.r505. In 1508 he was appointed tutor to Duke 
John Fredériek (1503-1554), son of Duke John of Saxony ; and subsequently 
chaplain, librarian, and secretary to the Elector Frederick, whom he attended 
to the Imperial Election at Frankfort 5319 and the Diet of Worms rS2r, and

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whose support he won for Luther. After Frederick's death (1525) he retired to . 

He enjoyed 
the confidence of Duke John (t x532); and on the succession of his pupil 
John Frederick his influence at the Court of Saxony increased even more; and 
he used it to promote the interests of the University of Wittenberg. 

His literary work began with a small glossary contributed to a Laus Musarum 
ex Hesiodi Theogonia, Erfurt, H. Sertorius, r Oct. rsgor; compiled by Nich. 

But his principal achievements 
were in translation into German; from Plutarch and Justinian, Luther and 
Melanchthon.

Adagia, p. 551, where Prof. Ehwald kindly informs me that the 
autograph dedication is by Spalatinus, not by Erasmus), and Aut regem aut fatuum 
masci oportere, with preface dated 7 March r520; the Querela Pacis, 1521 (preface 
r9 Apr. 1520); and the Institutio Principis Ohristiami, 1521 (preface 5 May 1520). 
He also wrote a life of Duke Frederick ; and annals for 1513-26.

From this direct statement of the exist- 
ence of a copy written by Erasmus! own hand, there can be no doubt that he was 
the author of it; although by many equivocal utterances—none of which is 
a direct denial—he attempted to conceal the fact. Besides this draft another 
can be traced somewhat earlier at Basle, where it was copied by Bruno and 
Bonifaee Amerbach (Basle MS. A. IX. 64). Bruno's work is unfinished, but 
Bonifaee brought his to a suecessful end and added the colophon: * Basileiae 
foeliciter in edib. tuis excriptum Non. Augusti Anno uw.p.xvr. 6eopv épos oi olbe 
Bwjuáxos. Bo. Amorbaech. At the time Boniface was evidently at home for 
a holiday from his legal studies under Zasius. Six days later he completed his 
famous eopy of Velleius Paterculus (p. 114), to which he appended an almost 
identieal colophon; and other MSS. by him perhaps written at this period are 
Glareanus' Heluetia (Basle MS. O. II. 14), which is partly in his hand, and the 
copies of Epp. 338,9, the duplieates of which had, however, been already returned 
by Froben in June (Ep. 419). On the back of the Velleius, and written hastily 
by Boniface in his later years and by his son Basil, is a list in which the Iulius 
and the Heluetia are enumerated (see Robinson Ellis! Velleius Paterculus, Oxford, 
1898, pp. xiii, xiv) ; a fact which suggests that these MSS. may have formed 
a group which was kept together for some years, and therefore had perhaps 
some unity in date of origin. The word /uis, which occurs in the eolophons 
of both the Iulius and the Velleius (not swis as Orelli and Ellis), offers à elue 
to show in whose hands the Iulius then was; but I have not been able to follow 
it up. As author of the Hewetia Glareanus is possible; but the temporary 
possession of the Murbach MS. of Velleius and of Erasmus! Briefs from Rome 
points with more probability to Froben or Beatus Rhenanus. In any case it is 
quite clear that the Iulius must have been known to Erasmus' intimate friends 
at Basle as early as August 1516. 

From another source, too, there is evidence of a copy in Erasmus' autograph— 
in the letter to Bucer dated 2 March 1532 (p. 407), where Erasmus, in defending 
himself against a charge of having published some of his works anonymously 
(ef. Jortin, i. 406 n.), says: *Sed de Iulio potes et testibus docere vnde primum 
prodierit. ^ Non statim is autor est qui sua manu descripsit, etsi tu testes 
produeas istius suspitionis autores. Eadem opera inures perfidiae notam iis 
quos tu eupis habere fidissimos. Si cum Neseno nunquam habuissem familiari- 
tatem, multis molestiis caruissem in quas ille me coniecit.' Bucer, it is elear, 
had addueed the testimony of Nesen (Ep. 329) that he had seen the Iwlius in 
Erasmus' handwriting, probably at Basle; for though Nesen may have met 
Lupset in Paris in 1517, the draft in Lupset's possession presumably returned 
now to Erasmus. 

Neither Erasmus' attempt to rebut Bucer's charge nor his deliverances on the 
subject in LB. App. 160 and 168; Lond. x. r9, LB. App. 17; Jortin ii. 397, 
LB. 583 amount to a denial. Even his elaborate repudiations to Campegio 
(Lond. xii. z, LB. 416) and Wolsey (Lond. xi. zr, LB. 317) do not exceed his 
powers of equivocation, and, as Jortin points out (ii. 596 n.), the only thing that 
he there specifically denies is the publication ; as to which he is doubtless 
strietly correct, considering the custom of the time : cf. vol. i, pp. 121, 594, and 
also the publieation of the Utopia (p. 339). 

According to his ealeulation in LB. 416 the Iulius was composed c. 1513-14 ; 
perhaps at Cambridge, since it passed into Lupset's hands (Ep. 431; cf. 
Ep. 270. 60 n.) It was not widely known until its appearance in print, at 
the beginning of i517 (cf. Epp. 532. 23 and 543. 9). Another issue, at 
Cologne, in the summer of 1:518, is mentioned by Nesen, Gilles, and Dorp 
(Basle MS. G. II. 3o. 83; Lond. vii. 28 and r, LB. 436 and 323). The first 
éditions were undated ; the earliest with a date which occurs in Bócking's list 
(Hutteni Opera, iv, pp. 422 seq.) being by Martens at Louvain, Sept. 15:8. The 
MS. eopies by J. A. Brassicanus, 24 Aug. 1517 (Vienna MS.

The secret of the authorship must have been known to many of Erasmus' 
friends; and thus though Morillon's suggestion in Ep. 532 may have been 
2 mere guess, Beatus Rhenanus' ignorance in 1519 (BRE.

and again LB. App. 265 and Lond. x. r9, LB. App. 17 (1519), though addressed 
to More, must have been meant to reach other ears. More also, when in 1520 
he took up arms in Erasmus' behalf (Ezgv. p. 118), makes no real denial; and in

stating that immediately after Julius' death *rem. Parrisiis ludis actam publieis* 
(cf. LB. App. 160, 168), he probably means no more than that some lampoon on 
the subject had appeared on the stage, without any connexion with Erasmus 
dialogue. His statement that Poncher, the Bishop of Paris (p. 454), attributed 
the book to Faustus Andrelinus does not necessarily imply that More's own 
opinion was the same. But the attribution, though clearly false, certainly had 
some vogue ; for the first printed edition in Bócking's list is entitled * F(austi)

Sylvester Gigli (1463—18 Apr. 1521) of Lucca had the good fortune to succeed 
his unele as Bp. of Worcester and English agent at the Papal court in 1498. 
In the autumn of 1504 he was sent to England on a Papal mission (see Ep. 218 
introd., and remained about the Court until the spring of r5r2, when he 
returned to Rome as one of the English ambassadors to the Lateran Council. 
As a colleague and rival, he was accused of complicity in Bainbridge's death 
in r514, but was acquitted. He was helpful to. Wolsey in obtaining the 
cardinalate, and was thenceforward Wolsey's chief agent in Rome; but he 
failed to secure the eardinalate for himself.

"The notice of Robert de Keysere in Ep. 175 introd. may be greatly amplified 
from two publications by M. Van den Gheyn and M. Victor Vander Haeghen in 
the A4nnales de la Soc. d'Hist. et d'Archéol. de Gand, viii. 1907-8. He was born 
€. 1470, and was a brother of the miniature-painter Clara de Keysere. By 1496 
he had become M.A. and was at Paris. About 1517, whilst tutor to Leopold of 
Austria (Ep. 585. 3 n.), he composed a book for Leopold's marriage, in which 
he advocated the foundation of a university at Tournay. The scheme failed at 
first, because of the politieal vieissitudes of the town (cf. Lond. xvii. r2, 
LB. 595); but on its restoration to the Netherlands, de Keysere renewed 
his proposal in r523, only to be defeated a second time by opposition from 
Louvain. M, Van den Gheyn's artiele describes an Esceurial MS. which is the 
presentation copy of an Officium Salomonis composed by de Keysere for Charles v 
in June 1520, and probably illuminated by his sister. He married c. Oct. 1526, 
and died in 1532, leaving three sons.]

Geiger in ADB.; and alifeby Reichling, 
1884. 
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in which ease this would be the letter to which Pirekheimer was still expecting 
an answer in May (Ep. 409. 1-3) ; and Mr. Nichols follows him, relying on the 
year-date added in LB. Certainty seems not possible; but I incline to place 
this between Epp. 514 and 553, and to regard it as an attempt to ascertain 
whether Erasmus would be willing to sueceed Croke, whose resignation was 
imminent. It may be argued that there is no allusion to this letter in Ep. 553 ; 
but similarly, if this is the letter referred to in Ep. 409. r, we might look for 
allusion to such important contents there also. In support of the date assigned 
here, it may be urged that a mention of this proposal might be expected in 
Epp. 412,3; for Emser, or Duke George, ean hardly be the «episcopus quidam 
Germanus'$of Ep. 413. 25. Again so flattering an invitation would probably 
have been included, like Ep. 386, in B. In favour of 1516 an argument might 
be drawn from the fact that the postseript of Ep. 409 is attached in the 
manuscript to this letter; but see that introd.]

see Cliethove's preface to an edition of Faber Stapulensis' introduction to 
Aristotle's Metaphysies, Paris, W. Hopyl, 25 March r5or. He was ereated 
Bp. of Paris 3 Feb. 1502, and shortly afterwards was sent to Italy as President 
of the Senate of Milan and Chancellor of the Duchy; in which capacity he 
acted as patron to many Italian humanists (Delaruelle in the Mélanges Brunot, 
1904, pp. 81-102). He returned to France in r504, and was employed in 
various offices of State; being ambassador to Italy in ri51r, and in rsr2 
Pro-Chancellor of France until the death of Louis xu. In r519 he was trans- 
lated to the abprie. of Sens. Aleander was in his service 1513-14 (Paquier, 
Aléandre, pp. 103-6).

Guy Morillon (t 2 Oct. 1548) appears first in Paris, where in Jan. r5o7 he 

edited the Epistles of Horace (D. Roce), in Aug. the Heroides and Ibis of Ovid 
(D. Roce) for the use of pupils living in his house; and in Aug. 1508 Suetonius 
(G. Gourmont and D. Roce, 1509), from a MS. belonging to the Abbey of St. Victor. 
Af some time he seems to have taught Greek at Louvain, but his alleged con- 
nexion with Busleiden's college is not substantiated. Like Barbirius he was 
a client of Le Sauvage, and went to Spain in 1517. Ultimately he obtained 
the post of secretary to Oharles v, whom he accompanied to Spain in rs22 
(EE?. 15), remaining there continuously till 153r (Lond. xxvii. 4, LB. rr96). 
In Feb. 1532 he was in the Netherlands again (OE. p. 199), but by Aug. 1534 
he had. returned to Spain (Jortin ii. 415). His last years were spent in retire- 
ment at Louvain, where he worked at Livy, with assistance from Budaeus, 
but published nothing. In the Aduersaria of Budaeus (Delaruelle, p. 274) he 
is described as *offieialis de Iosas'. About June rsr7 (Ep. 587) he married 
Elizabeth de Mil (v20o Dec. 1552); and had two sons, Maximilian (T 26 March 
1586) Bp. of Tournay, and Antony (tiri Oct. 1556) who became famous as an 
antiquary. * .

Henry A fine, also Afinius or Affinius, of Lierre, 9 miles S. of Antwerp, 
was now chief physician of Antwerp. The introductory sheet to his volume 
of Questiones mentioned above contains, besides this letter, some complimentary 
verses from Peter Gilles, and a letter of eulogy from Francis Colibrantius, 
Secretary of Antwerp. From the latter (f*. A?) it appears that Afinius had 
at one time been a pupil in the Collegium Castri, one of the Arts Colleges 
at Louvain University. If Mr. Nichols! suggestion is correct (Ep. 526. 3 n.), 
Erasmus! acquaintance with him began about this time. In the autumn of 
1517 he offered Erasmus a present of silver cups (LB. App. 227 and 256) and 
in return Erasmus dedicated to him the Encomium Medicinae, Basle, Froben, 
1518. M. Ioannes Afinius Lirensis who matriculated at Basle in r537 was

As Martens' two questions 
concern the preface and Ep. 541, it is clear that sheet a was now being printed. 
'The compression used to work Ep. 529 into sheet a, shows that sheet b and per- 
haps others, not further than m (Ep. 548), were already set up. 

Reegeer Ressen (T 2 Oct. 1545) of Maeseyck (hence Dryopolitanus) in Limburg, 
on the Meuse, was a pupil of Aleander in Paris, and was B.A. there in r513-14. 
He then settled at Louvain, where he was Bachelor of Law 22 Aug. 1515, and 
supported himself by teaching (cf. EE. r75), and by correcting for Martens' 
press; the first book known to be corrected by him bearing date May r516. 
When Erasmus came to Louvain in July r517 Rescius soon became intimate 
with him (ef. Lond. iii. 43, LB. 232) ; and to this, no doubt, his appointment 
as first Professor of Greek in Busleiden's College, 1 Sept. 1518, was in à measure 
due. In 1527 Francis i invited him to fill the Greek chair in the College de 
France; but he remained faithful to Louvain, in spite of many attacks which 
had been made upon him there. In r529, when Martens retired from printing, 
Rescius founded a press, in partnership at first with J. Sturm, and in 153o with 
Barth. Gravius. In the preface to his first volume, Xenophon's Memorabilia, 
Sept. 1529, he announees his aim of printing books suitable for the students 
of Busleiden's College, and especially Greek ; and this promise was abundantly 
fulfilled. He discharged the duties of his chair till the end of his life, but 
not always without obloquy; cf. Lond. xxx. 74, LB. 1299, and Goclen's letter 
which it answers.  Amongst his pupils were Nic. Clenard (Ep. 29r. ro7 n.)

but that after this was arranged, he was prevented from coming and wrote 
Ep. 548 to apologize, sending with it Ursinus' Genefhiiacon (Ep. 548. 3 n.). "The 
answer to such a complimentary effusion would hardly be long delayed, 

Richard Bartholinus of Perugia held a eanonry in his native town; and 
besides teaching there, had served on embassies to Florence and Rome. By 
rsr5 he had become secretary to Matthew Lang (Ep. 549. 48 n.) ; and his first 
published work is an Odeporicon, Vienna, H. Vietor, 13 Sept. rsr5, describing 
their journey from Augsburg (ir Feb. r5r5) to Vienna for the meeting of 
sovereigns which culminated in the treaty of 22 July. He remained with 
Lang, and sought preferment by composing court poetry (see NBG.) ; the most 
notable of these productions being Ausírias, an epic in twelve books on the war 
between Bavaria and the Palatinate in 1504-5, in the diplomacy of which his 
patron Lang had had a part; first published by Schürer at Strasburg, Feb. 1516, 
for the Alantsees of Vienna (cf. VE. 58, 62, 75-7, 79). But his only reward 
was the promise of a pension from Maximilian (VE. 108); and about Oct. 1519 
he returned disappointed to Perugia to reopen his school(VE. 173). Hutten 
speaks of him with contempt (HE. 164). In the Index to H he is described as 
canon of Spoleto; but Mazzuchelli states that this is an error. : From the 
Odeporicon (f9. B) it appears that he was a nephew of Marianus Bartholinus 
(1465-1509); for whom also see Mazzuchelli, and notes by Spiegel (p. 48) to 
the Austrías, bk. ii fin., in an edition by Schott, Strasburg, 26 Aug. 1531.]

de Morte, and was intended to contain besides the Lucian the Utopia and the two 
friends! Epigrammata; but at p. 644, on reaching the end of More's Lwcubrationes, 
Froben brought the book to a elose; and the Ufopia and Epigrammata were 
published in a separate volume of 356 pages in the following March. 

This preface may be dated either in this period (cf. Epp. 543. r n. and 
551. 9, 10); or, as by Dr. Reich, after Erasmus! return from England, when he 
was finally putting together the material for the volume and transmitting it to 
Basle (Epp. 584. 15-7 and 597). 

John Eutychius or Eutichius is mentioned by Stromer in a letter of 24 July

The identification of Courcelles I owe to Mr. E. Heawood, Librarian of the 
Royal Geographical Society, who has pointed out to me that *regnum desertum ' 
must be the same as * vastum regnum ', a name given in the maps of Lorraine 
and Germany in Schott's edition of Ptolemy, Strasburg, r2 March 1513, to the 
region between the Saar and the Moselle, in which Courcelles lies; also that 
the same region is called * Vuesterich' and * Vuestnrych' in the maps of France 
and Germany in Münster's Cosmographia, Basle, H. Petri Sept. 1554. Münster 
on his p. 462 admits that the meaning of the name was uncertain; so that his. 
translation of it into *occiduum regnum' and Huttieh's earlier (regnum 
desertum may be taken as learned popular etymologies.]

, Jerome Emser (16 or 26 March 14770r8— 7 or8 Nov. 1527), a Swabian, of 
good family, matriculated at Tübingen on r9 July 1493, but before graduating 
migrated in r497 to Basle, where he was B.A. in 1497-8, and M.A. in 1499; 
and for a few months in r5oo (cf. EHR. xxii. 740) tutor to Bruno and Basil 
Amorbach (pp. 66, 7). For two years he was chaplain and secretary to Cardinal 
Raymond Peraudi, Bp. of Gurk, whom he aecompanied on his progress

throughout Germany to win support for a crusade. In 1503-4 he left the 
Cardinal, and spent some months at Strasburg, editing for John Prüs the works 
of Pieo della Mirandola, r5 March 1504. At Easter he matrieulated at Erfurt; 
but in the winter moved to Leipzig, where on 5 Jan. rsos he was appointed 
to lecture in Theology. Shortly afterwards he entered the service of Duke 
George of Saxony, and was employed on various commissions, such as the 
attempt to procure the canonization of Benno, Bp. of Meissen (1106); in 
aid of which he wrote a Latin hymn on the Bp. in r505, and, after pro- 
longed researches, biographies in Latin (1512) and German (1517). About rsrr 
he received prebends at Dresden and Meissen, which set him free for literary 
work, though still in Duke George's service. In 1519 he appeared as à champion 
of orthodoxy against Luther, and was thenceforward exposed to bitter abuse 
from the Lutherans, such as his by no means spotless character was unsuited 
to face. He attacked Luther's translation of the New Testament and in 1527 
produeed a new version of his own.  Amongst the humanists he had many 
friends. JBebel (p. 45) dedicated to him a small treatise on Hebrew pro- 
nunoeiation, in his Commentaria epistolarum. conficiendarwm, ''übingen, T. Anshelm, 
July 151r, and Pirekheimer (p. 40) a translation of Lucian's EAelor, Hagenau, 
T. Anshelm, Jan.1520. See biographies by P. Mosen, 1890, with a bibliography

Reich is clearly right in identifying the writer with Jerome Dungersheim 
(22 Apr. 1465—2,3 March 1540) of Ochsenfurt on the Main above Würzburg. 
Dungersheim matrieulated at Leipzig 1484, was B.AÀ. 1485, M.A. 1489, and 
*eursor? in theology 1493. After being ordained priest in 1495 and taking 
a theologieal degree at Cologne in 1496, he returned to lecture at Leipzig. In 
r5or he was appointed Preacher at Zwickau, and in 1504 went at the expense 
of his congregation to Italy. After taking his D.D. at Siena 24 Aug. 1r504, 
he returned in June 1r505 to Leipzig, and became a member of the * Fürsten- 
collegium ' in 1506, and Rector of the University in the summer of 1510. Between 
1514-18 he published various small books, mostly with Wolfgang Stóckel at 
Leipzig, including a treatise on preaching, a life of St. Scholastica, an epitome 
of the Sentences, some Conclusions on Thomas Aquinas, and a life of Pope 
Celestine v; and in 1518-19 he engaged in controversy with Luther. In r525 
he was Preacher at Mühlhausen; but he died at Leipzig. See Bócking and 
ADB ; and for his writings Panzer and Proctor.]

(There are two copies of this letter in the Deventer MS., by Hands A and B. 
The latter has been so abundantly corrected by à contemporary hand that I have 
divided its siglum into 8! for the first hand and 8? for the second. "The text of 
a is on the whole the better; I have therefore given it the priority, correcting 
it where necessary from 8. 

The date is debateable. Mr. Nichols places it in Oct. 1516, supposing, in 
consequence of the error about the dedication of Jerome (1. 26), that Giustinian 
had not yet seen a copy of that work; but see l 27 n. Dr. Reich assigns it to 
May i517, just after Erasmus' return from England. The opening sentence 
implies, however, that Erasmus had been absent from England for some time, 
and as this is clearly the letter for which Erasmus asks in Ep. 584. 43, 4, I incline 
to suppose that Giustinian was writing just about the time of Erasmus! coming 
to England, thàt the letter was sent to Brussels and back again to England to 
More's address, arriving after Erasmus! departure: and that hence he writes 
to More asking that the letter should return once more to Brussels. "Under 
this view the Deventer MS. preserves, not the letter originally despatched, 
but an undated copy from the rough draft. 'This was sent with Epp. 59o and 
591, in response to Erasmus' request in Ep. 584; and thus falls within the 
narrow limits of time during whieh Hand B was copying for Erasmus. 

Sebastian Giustinian (1460 — 13 March r543) belonged to a Venetian family 
which traced its descent from Justinian rr. After serving as ambassador to 
Hungary 1500-3, and Poland 1505, and as Governor of Illyria 1511—-r2, he was 
sent as resident ambassador to England, Jan. 1515—O^ct. 1519. On his return 
to Venice he was made à member of the Council ; and went as ambassador to 
France in 1526 and 1r529. In i540 he beeame Proeurator of St. Mark. See 
his life, prefixed to a selection of his despatches, by Rawdon Brown, i854. 
Erasmus made Giustinian's aequaintanee, probably in i515 or r516, and sent 
him a eopy of the Nouwm Instrumentum (Ep. 461. 3-5).]

Peter Schad or Schade (c. 1493 — 19 Apr. 1524) of Bruttig on the Moselle 
about thirty miles above Coblenz (hence * Mosellanus ' and * Protegensis") was the 
son of peasants and had great difficulty in obtaining schooling. He matriculated 
at Cologne 2 Jan. 1512, and was a pupil of Caesarius (p. 172) and Herm. Busch ; 
but at the end of 1513 he migrated to Saxony, where he taught in Aesti- 
eampianus! school at Freiberg for a year. In Apr. rsr5 he settled at Leipzig 
and had exceptional suecess as a teacher of Latin and Greek; and when Croke 
(Ep. 227. 25 n.) left Leipzig in 1517, Mosellanus sueceeded him as University 
teacher of Greek. Like Erasmus he was strongly hostile to seholastieism and 
was in eonsequence the object of many attacks; but he enjoyed the support 
of Duke George of Saxony, who in June 1520 made him a member of the 
* Fürstencollegium' with a handsome salary. He was Rector of the University 
in r520 and 1523; but his health was feeble and gave way early under stress 
of work.

[Epp. 518, 519, 521 reached Erasmus between rr and 15 March (Epp. 551,2). 
As he had feared, it was necessary for him to go to England; ío receive 
from the hands of Ammonius the absolution and dispensation granted by 
the Pope. He left Antwerp about r April (Ep. 572. 15 and 16 nn.) and the 
formal ceremony took place on 9 April in Ammonius! house at Westminster 
(Ep. 517. 81, 2). 

Ep. 565 shows that by 3 April Erasmus had not returned to Brussels 
since his departure to Antwerp. On the assumption that the place-date 
assigned to this and Ep. 567 is correct, it may aeéordingly be inferred that 
they were written, or at least despatehed, by Erasmus from Brussels during 
a hasty visit on his way to England. This seems easier than to suppose 
with Dr. Reich that he left such letters as these unanswered for two months 
after he had received them. Dr. Reich's conclusion, based on Ep. 565, that 
Erasmus did not visit Brussels when going to England, does not seem to me at 
all necessary. |

[This letter was evidently written by Erasmus just when the wind was 
blowing fair for him to cross the Channel. It must be placed in r517, because 
that is the only year in which Lord Mountjoy was in London at the time of 
Erasmus! departure. From the reference to Prince Charles it must clearly 
be later than the appointment of Erasmus as Councillor (Ep. 370. 18 n.). 
Dr. Reich assigns it to 1515, thus conflieting with both these considerations. 
Mr. Nichols dates it in 1516, by supposing it to have been written from Calais 
instead of London, and further by altering Aic (1. 4) to Jvc. 

The business in hand was clearly some scheme to provide for Erasmus in 
England; ef. Ep. 574. 62n. The tone of confidence in which the letter is couched 
is remarkable, and shows that Erasmus now felt secure of his position in the 
world and of a welcome wherever he might choose to settle. 

He left England at the end of the month, reaching Calais on x May (Ep. 584). 
On his way to the coast he again made a short stay at Rochester and gave Fisher 
a few lessons in Greek (Ep. 592. 3 and r9 seq.).]

Henry Stromer (1482 — 26 Nov. 1542) of Auerbach, S. of Chemnitz, matrieu- 
lated at Leipzig in the summer of 1497, was M. A. 1502, Rector of the University 
1508, M.D. 151r, and Professor of Pathology 1516. During this period he wrote 
a small mathematieal work, A/gorithmwus linealis, Leipzig, M. Landsberg, 1504, 
and edited Faber Stapulensis' introduction to Aristotle's De Anima, Leipzig, 
J. Thanner, 3o Mareh 1506; and in May 1r516 he published some Obseruationes 
in German and Latin against the plague, Leipzig, M. Lotther. By Aug. 1516 
he had become physician to Albert, Abp. of Mainz (RE. 222); but after 
marrying in March r519 he entered the service of Duke George of Saxony, 
and in August retired to Altenburg because of the plague. Returning to 
Leipzig in Feb. r520 he was elected on tó the Town Council. He became 
Dean of the Medical Faeulty in 1523 ; and in 1532 built the famous Auerbach 
Hof. He remained an intimate friend of Erasmus, and was in Basle at the 
time of the latter's death (Horawitz ii. 36), having perhaps come thither to 
attend him. Hutten's A4w/a, Augsburg, Grimm and Wyrsung, r7 Sept. 15:8, 
and Chr. Hegendorffs Encomium  Sommi, Leipzig, V. Schumann, r51:9, are 
dedicated to Stromer; also Croke's edition of an Eelogue of Ausonius, Leipzig, 
M. Landsberg, July (1515 or 16), and Mosellanus' translation of Lucian's Apologia 
pro iis qui in aulis principum degunt, Leipzig, s. a.

The Hist. Aug. Scriptores were printed by Froben in June ri5:8 (8), Duke 
Frederick being included in the dedication; and again by Froben's successors 
in July 1533 (y). Itis noticeable that from l. 62 onwards Erasmus makes the 
dedication to both Dukes even in the manuscript (a?), although the heading 
and opening sentences are left unchanged. In printing he seems to have 
designed to amplify his preface for 8!, but after a few lines he abandoned the 
undertaking, and the substantial revision is not made until y. "The Gouda MS. 
(8?) is evidently copied from !. 

In a preface to the reader (f*. 85, 1518) dated 23 June 1518 and perhaps written 
by Erasmus, Froben states that for Spartianus and the following authors he was 
able to use a MS. of Spartianus borrowed from Murbach, and Egnatius' Caesares 
(Ep. 588. 55 n), whieh he received through Frankfort, probably the autumn 
fair of 1517 ; but that the volume was far advanced before these reached him.
